Federal Hearing Starts

Application for an injunction 
to prohibit the operation of 
Little Rock high schools as 
private, segregated institutions 
will be heard here tomorrow. 
The arguments will be before 
three judges of the United 
States Court of Appeals. 

The request that the court 
enjoin the Little Rock School 
Board from leasing the city’s 
four high schools to a private 
corporation was vigorously sup- 
ported in a brief filed here 
yesterday by attorneys for the 
United States Department of 
Justice. 

The Government attacked 
validity of the school-leasing 
plan as “an attempted evasion 
of existing desegregation 
orders” of the United States

The hearing will be held be- 
fore Judges M. C. Matthes, 
Harvey M. Johnsen and Joseph

No briefs or intervening 
pleadings have been filed in 
the matter by attorneys for 
the Little Rock School Board 
or the Little Rock Private 
School Corp., a recently-formed 
private organization, which 
secks to lease the high school 
buildings and conduct segre- 
gated classes in them. 

However, if attorneys for the 
Little Rock School rd ap- 
pear at tomorrow’s hearing and 
request permission to present 
oral arguments in opposition 
to the application for the in- 
junction, the three-judge court 
is expected to allow them to 
do so. 

The injunction was request- 
ed by the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, pending a ruling 
in its appeal from an order of 
United States District Judge 
John E, Miller of Arkansas dis- 
missing its suit to declare the 
Little Rock school-leasing plan 
unconstitutional. 


Technicality Involved. 

Judge Miller dismissed the 
ease on a technicality, holding 
that the issue involved the con- 
stitutionality of an Arkansas 
law. He said he had no power 
to pass on that issue, as such 
authority is vested only in a 
three-judge court. 

The Government contended 
in its brief that the temporary 
injunction should be continued 
until the major case, 
over by Judge Miller, had been 
decided. This should be done, 
the brief asserted, to “prevent 
immediate and _ irreparable 
damage to the public interest 
and to the appellants’ adjudi- 

ted ts.”

President Eisenhower was de- 
clared by his physicians to be 
in “an excellent state of | 
health” today, following. a 
head-to-toe physical examina- 
tion at Walter Reed Army Hos- 
pital, 


Mr. Eisenhower entered the 
hospital shortly after noon yes- 
terday, spent the night there, 
lunched at the hospital when 
the examination was finished, 
and left about 1:30 p.m. to 
play golf at Burning Tree Club. 


The report of examination 
issued by the White House was 
much more brief than usual 
and gave no details concerning 
the President’s physical condi- 
tion. It consisted of two para- 
graphs, as follows: 

“The President underwent a 
physical examination, which in- 
cluded barium studies of the 
gastro-intestional tract and ap- 
og laboratory tests, at 

alter Reed Army Hospital on 
Oct. 3-4, 1958. 

“The results of these all-in- 
clusive studies show that the 
President continues to maintain 
an excellent state of health.” 
Signers of Report. 
Two Army physicians signed 
the report. They are Maj. Gen. 
Howard McC. Snyder, Mr. 
Eisenhower's personal physi- 
cian, and Maj. Gen. Leonard 
D. Heaton, hospital com- 
mander. Other physicians on 
the hospital staff took part in 
the examination. 
Snyder and Heaton also 
were the signers of the ex- 
amination report issued follow- 
ing the President’s checkup at 
Walter Reed last Nov. 10-11. 
At that time, they went into 
some detail as to their medical 
findings. 
In the statement last year, 
the doctors also made refer- 
ence to Mr. Eisenhower's two 
previous illness and provided 
information tending to show 
the Chief Executive had made 
a good recovery from them. 
President suffered a 
heart attack at Denver Sept. 
24, 1955. He underwent surg- 
ery June 9, 1956, to relieve an 
intestinal obstruction caused 
by ileitis, an inflammation of 
the small intestine.

Metropolitan Airport, south of 
East St. Louis, and plans for 


subdividing it as a housing de- 
velopment, were announced 
yesterday. 

Oliver L. Parks, who once 
owned the airport, told of plans 
for the real estate develop- 
ment. Announcement of the 
sale, for a price just under $1,- 
400,000, was by J. Will Young 
of Jackson, “fiss., board chair- 
man of the present owners, 
Parks Aircraft Sales & Serv- 
ice, Inc. 

The firm has offered the 
property repeatedly to St. Lou- 
is and other public agencies 
for use as a secondary airport, 
but there were no takers. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said last night that he had an- 
other site in mind for use 
either as an executive type or 
as a secondary airport. He de- 
clined to give its location or 
to specify whether it would 
be on the Missouri or Ilinois 
side of the Mississippi river, 
but said it would be “reason- 
ably close” to the downtown 
area. 

Purchaser of the Parks site, 
under a contract signed Friday, 
is Indiana-National Homes, Inc., 
a wholly owned subsidiary of 
National Homes, Inc., a large 
firm dealing in prefabricated 
homes. Both concerns have 
headquarters in Lafayette, Ind. 


‘Complete Community.’ 

Plans call for transfer of the 
property to the Oliver L. Parks 
Realty co. for development of 
a “complete community” of 
2400 small prefabricated homes, 
with shopping center, parks 
and other facilities. The de- 
velopment will be called St. 
Louis Gardens, Parks said. 

Parks was head of Parks Air- 
craft Sales & Service until 
1950, when he withdrew from 
the company. He is founder 
of Parks Air College, one mile 
south of the airport, which he 
donated to St. Louis University 
in 1946. Several years ago he 
entered the real estate field 
and opened St. Joseph's Gar- 
ens subdivision, one mile and 
a half south of the airport.

port property 
hangars. One, of metal and 
glass is 220 by 220 feet and 
two, of brick, are 110 by 220 
feet. There are five smaller 
ones housing 50 airplanes. 

Parks said the hangars will 
be converted for use as part of 
the projected subdivision shop- 
ing center. 

The field has one 7000-foot 
runway and two 5000-foot run- 
ways. Each has 1600 running 
feet of concrete pavement, the 
rest of the surface being sod, 
with underground drainage. 

Young said about 150 air- 
planes use the field, most of 
them owned by individuals or 
business firms. The field now 
is operated by Walston Aircraft 
Sales & Service under a lease 
from Parks Aircraft Sales & 
Service expiring next March 1. 


Negotiations Fail. 


Young expressed disappoint- 
ment that his firm, after years 
of negotiations, had been un- 
able to interest local agencies 
in taking over the airport. Last 
talks were last May, when the 
company offered the property 
to the St. Clair County Airport 
Commission for $1,900,000. An 
option to the county, based on 
this offer, expired in July. 

Interest of St. Louis officials 
lagged after a study in 1954 by 
a Cincinnati engineering firm, 
ordered by the city, which 
found there was no need for 
a secondary airport at that 
time and that Lambert-St. 
Louis Field would be adequate 
at least until 1965. 

The engineers added, how- 
ever, that “no attempt should 
be made to read into this re- 
port a recommendation that 
the city of St. Louis should or 
should not acquire Parks Air- 
port.”

persons, whether they be 
public offitials or private in- 
dividuals or organizations, from 
taking any action in or out of 
the schools which would have 
the effect of denying or im- 
pairing the enjoyment by the 
appellants. of their legal 
rights.” 

The injunction, the brief 
added, “should be broad 
enough to prohibit any exist- 
ing or potential scheme for 
evasion that resourceful inge- 
nuity in pursuit of lawlessness 
may devise.”

The council said the rebuild- 
ing of United States strength 
on all fronts is long overdue.

“We must make the federal 
budget an instrument of eco- 
nomic growth and use it to 
serve our imperative needs, 
thus creating a sound federal 
budget in a sound national 
economy.” 

The council said the safe and 
sure road toward price stability 
is to “expand production, im- 
prove productivity and share 
fairly the benefits of this 
growth among all our citizens.” 

“The Republican brand of 
spotty prosperity and the Re- 
publican brand of inflation go 
hand in hand,” it added» 

G.O.P. economic policies, the 
council continued, have kept 
the nation in a recession more 
than half the time since early 
1953 and held the average an- 
nual growth in production to 
less than half of what it should 
have been. 

“Thus, since the Republicans 
took over in 1953,” the council 
said, “we have lost more than 
100 billion dollars worth of 
potential production which we 
should have enjoyed.” 


Smathers Says President Won’t 
Help Party Much. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (UPI) 
—Senator George A. Smathers 
(Dem.), Florida, said 
President Eisenhower's de- 
cision to step up his campaign- 
ing for Republican candidates 
will not provide “much bene- 
fit” to the G.O.P. 

The President has called top 
Republicans to the White House 
Monday for a conference on 
how to combate party apathy 
in the congressional and gov- 
ernorship races. He also will 
discuss his own role in the 
campaign. 

Mr. Eisenhower already has 
increased to nine his planned 
campaign appearances, and 
G.O.P. National Chairman 
Meade Alcorn said these in 
turn would be “increased ma- 
terially.” 

Smathers, who heads the 
Democrats’ drive to retain con- 
trol of the Senate, said “we 
won't need to revise our strat- 
egy” in view of the President's 
stepped-up plans. 

“We've got the rabbit run- 
ning out ahead of us and all 
we have to do is keep up.” 

Smathers recalled that Mr. 
Eisenhower's efforts for G.O.P. 
congressional candidates did 
little to help them in 1956. 
Even though the President won 

a landslide re-election victory 
ate years ago, Democrats man- 
aged to strengthen their hold 
on both Senate and House. 

Smathers said the Chief 
Executive’s campaigning this 
year would produce “less” for 
G.O.P. candidates.

Tribunal Reconvening in Atmosphere of Hostility

Advisory Opinion Ruling 
Out ‘Evasive Schemes for 
Segregation’ Marks Break 
With Precedent. 


Not in many years has the United 
States Supreme Court been subjected 
to such hostile criticism as today. 
What are the causes of this hostility? 
How serious is tt? How much damage 
may it do to our system of govern- 
ment? The background of this hostil- 
ity and the questions which if raises 
will be discussed in a series of articles 
of which this is the first, The second

T THE STROKE of noon tomor- 

row, big-shouldered, fair - faced 

Earl Warren, Chief Justice of the 
United States, along with his eight 
colleagues, will step around the heavy 
backdrop curtain to the oddly-assorted 
chairs behind the American people’s 
Supreme Court in its vast marble tem- 
ple of justice in Washington. 

The arrival of the nine jurists will sig- 
nal the opening of the new 1958-59 term. 
But even before it officially commences, 
the term is already unique. Already it is 
one of the most historic in the 168 years 
since the Justices’ earliest predecessors 
heard the Supreme Court chamber’s first 
cry of: “Oyez, oyez, oyez!” 

Deep in sectional racial controversy that 
recalls the Civil War era itself and the 
object of bitter hostility over cases arising 
from prosecution of Communists and 
other unpopular elements, the Supreme 
Court convened more than a month ago 
in special term. This was in anticipation 
of the appeals that would be coming up 
in this session on the public school de- 
segregation issue. 


An Extraordinary Record. 


Following its adjournment last June, 
and prior to tomorrow’s meeting, the Su- 
preme Court has compiled this extraordi- 
nary record: 

Aug. 28—With the opening of the school 
year at hand, it heard arguments on the 
request that it vacate a 30-day stay 
granted by the Federal Court of Appeals 
at St. Louis of the Court of Appeals order 
reversing the decision of Federal District 
Judge Harry J. Lemley. This decision had 
granted a postponement of 30 months in 
the racial integration ordered a year ago 
at Little Rock’s Central high school by 
Federal District Judge Ronald N. Davies. 
The court invited Solicitor General J. Lee 
Rankin to file a brief and to present oral 
argument. It dispensed with the rules 
which require the printing of the petition, 
briefs and record, It set Sept. 11 as the 
date for further argument. 

Sept. 11—The Supreme Court heard ad- 
ditional arguments including that of So- 
licitor General Rankin against further de- 
lay in desegregation. This was the argu- 
ment of the Government which the Jus- 
tices themselves invited when it was not 
volunteered by the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, as might have been expected. The 
Court also heard impassioned appeals 
against school desegregation from Ar- 
kansas officials. 

Sept. 12—Taking notice of the immi- 
nence of the already delayed start of 
school in Little Rock, the Supreme Court 
handed down a unanimous decision in per 
curiam, or memorandum, form. This de- 
cision affirmed the unanimous ruling of 
the seven-Judge Court of Appeals that de- 
segregation is to go on, opposition in Ar- 
kansas notwithstanding. Ordering its 
judgment into effect “immediately,” the 
Supreme Court voided the 30-day stay of 
the Court of Appeals. 

It specifically referred to “compliance 
with the decision of this court in Brown 
vs. Board of Education,” the May 17, 1954 
unanimous desegrégation decision, based 
on each citizen’s right to “equal protection 
of the laws” under the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, It also referred to the subsequent 
effectuating decision in the Brown case, 
likewise handed down unanimously on 
May 31, 1955, when the Supreme Court 
directed federal district courts to require 
“a prompt and reasonable start toward 
full compliance” in order to bring about 
the end of racial segregation in public 
schools. Here the Justices used the now 
memorable words—‘“with all deliberate 
speed.” It said that the expression of 
views supporting its judgment would be 
“announced in due course.” 

Unyielding Position. 

Sept, 29—In a decision text as direct 
and clear as words could make it, the 
Supreme Court came to the defense of 
the Negro school children in Little Rock, 
and in effect in Virginia as well, whose 
constitutional rights “are not to be sacri- 
fied to the violence and disorder which 
have followed upon the actions of the 
Governor (Orval Faubus of Arkansas) and 
the Legislature.” Yielding not an inch 
to the threats and maneuvers, the Su- 
preme Court. said that “no state legisla- 
ture, executive or judicial officer can war 


also foresaw another long-drawn out legal 
Anticipating constitutional tests of the 


It said: “The constitutional rights of chil- 
dren not to be discriminated against in 
school admission on grounds of race or 
color declared by this court can neither 
be nullified openly and directly by state 
legislators or state executive or judicial 
officers, nor nullified indirectly by them 
through evasive schemes for segregation.” 
It is against this hostile background of 
a running battle between Arkansas and 
Little Rock legal officials on the one side 
and the parents of the Negro children and 
the lawyers for the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People 
on the other that the Supreme Court now 
reconvenes with more eyes watching it 
than ever before in its long history. 

The highest tribunal reconvenes also 
with the shouts of the Senate debate on 
hostile bills to cripple it still echoing on 
Capitol Hill. For only by dangerously 
close margins were those measures re- 
jected in the closing hours of the Eighty- 
fifth Congress, barely more than a month 
ago. 

The purpose of this article and those 
which are to follow it, is to examine this 
hostility, to determine its sources, to 
measure the opposition in terms of earlier 
controversies involving the Supreme 
Court, and to look at the term now open- 
ing and some of the important issues that 
may come up in cases that have been ap- 
pealed. 


Members of the Court. 


Since last Monday’s decision took the 
unusual course of calling attention to 
changes in the Supreme Court's personnel 
—it pointed out that three Justices not 
on the Court in 1954 “are at one with the 
Justices who participated in that basic 
decision”—a brief review of the present 
members of the highest bench is in order. 
Listed according to seniority they are as 
follows: 

Hugo Lafayette Black, 72 years old, ap- 
pointed in 1937 by President Franklin D.

In a speech 
to the Senate, Eastland rated each Jus- 
tice in terms of the number of times he 
had “voted for or against Communist in- 
terests.”

From Nine States. 

How ridiculous this charge was can be 
told from a quick analysis of the facts 
about the Justices. At least a two-thirds 
majority of them, Warren, Black, Burton, 
Clark, Harlan and Brennan, served in the 
armed forces, some in World War I, 
others in World War II. 

The Supreme Court as now constituted 
is more representative of the United 
States than at any earlier time. The Jus- 
tices were appointed from nine different 
states, three from states not previously 
represented on the Supreme Court. Three 
were born in states previously without 
native Supreme Court Justices. 

One Justice is from New England, two

Chiang Kai-shek’s Gambit. 

Chiang knew some time ago the trend 
| of Dulles’s thinking and it is probable he 
'called the press conference at Taipei, the 
first he has held in three and a half years, 
to try to head off a public expression by 
Dulles at the Secretary's regular Tuesday 
news conference, 

In talking to reporters last Monday, 
Chiang set out the intransigent Nationalist 
position. He said negotiations with the 
Communists are futile, and that this in- 
cluded the meetings which were resumed 
today in Warsaw between United States 
_Ambassador Jacob D. Beam and Red Chi- 
nese Ambassador Wang Ping-nan. 

Chiang said the question of neutralizing 
Quemoy and Matsu, in easy range of Com- 
munist shore guns, would not be discussed 
in any negotiations by his Government or 
by the United States; that Quemoy and 
Matsu are a defensive “shield”; that if 
Red China provoked a major war, there 
would be a revolt on the mainiand in 
three months; and that a concession to 
the Reds by demilitarization, evacuation 
or cease-fire in the Quemoy area would 
be an invitation to “blackmail.” 

Dulles knocked down Chiang’s points 
one by one. What is perhaps significant, 
he seemed to derive a certain satisfaction 
in the process. At his last previous press 
conference Sept. 9 Dulles looked harried 
and dispirited. He hinted at some fresh 
approach to the problems of negotiating 
with the Communists, but he said the 
United States could not negotiate the fu- 
ture of Quemoy and Matsu because they 
were the property of Nationalist China. 

This week Dulles’s confidence seemed 
to have returned, In the space between

“De Facto” Cease Fire. 


It was “foolish” for the Nationalists to 
have stationed 80,000 troops on Quemoy 
and if there was a “reasonably depend- 
able” cease-fire “it would not be wise or 
prudent to keep them there.” 

The cease-fire could be “de facto,” 
meaning it could come about without a 
written agreement. It would be depend- 
able only if the circumstances were such 
that the Communists would want to live 


| up to it as a matter of national expediency. 


To withdraw from Quemoy asa rétreat 
under fire would not be a wise step. 

Any renunciation of force in the For- 
mosa Stra should apply equally to the 
Nationalists and the Communists, The 
Nationalists have said they. would not re- 
nounce forte even if the Communists did. 

The return of Chiang Kai-shek to the 
mainland, by force or otherwise, is a 
“highly hypothetical matter.” The Na- 
tionalists wM not get there “by their own 
steam.” The United States has “no com- 
mitment of any kind” to help Chiang re- 
gain the mainland, from which the Com- 
munists drove him in 1949. Any possible 
revolt on the mainland “would probably 
| be primarily under local auspices and lo- 
cal leadership” and it would be “hypo- 
thetical and problematical” as to whether 
it would involve the return of Chiang. 


The latter expression may have been 
the unkindest cut of all, because it de- 
stroyed the myth by which Chiang has 
sustained his 2,000,000 followers on For- 
mosa for the last nine years. A return 
is impossible without a major war be- 
tween the United States and Red China; 


that is why Nationalist foreign policy has 
only one aim, to involve the United States 
in such a war. 


Chiang was ready to reply shortly after 
Dulles’s words reached Formosa, He gave 
an interview to Spencer Moosa, an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter who has covered Na- 
tionalist activities for many years. .He 
said he was “incredulous,” and -that 
Dulles’s remarks were “completely in- 
compatible with our stand.” He was later 
supported by a statement from the Na- 
tionalist Foreign Ministry, saying a -re- 
duction in forces on Quemoy would not be 
countenanced. 

It should be noted that despite bel- 
ligerent Nationalist statements about pur- 
suing an independent course, and despite 
Dulles’s expressed regard for the inde- 
pendence of the Formosa Government, 
Chiang hag no allies other than the 
United States and cannot move without 
United States supplies. It is well under- 
stood in Asia that the “independence” of 
the Chiang regime is a fiction. 


Soothing Words Spoken. 


Further to soothe Chiang’s feelings, Mr. 
Eisenhower spoke reassuringly and so did 
other Administration spokesmen, but no 
one said anything that would reverse. the 
course Dulles deliberately set. During 
his press conference, as a matter of fact, 
Dulles stated there was nothing really 
new in what he was saying. A slightly 
puzzled reporter asked: 

“Is it fair to say that while United 
States poliey has not changed as of now, 
there is a possibility of some important 
changes provided there is some ‘give’ on 
the Chinese Communist side?” 

“Yes, I would say so,” said Dulles. 

Just how far the United States is pre- 
pared to go, Dulles did not make clear, 
Presumably there will be further bargain- 
ing on the matter at the Warsaw talks. 
The important thing is that the Adminis- 
tration apparently decided it must begin 
to free ijself from entanglement with 
Chiang. 

This was painful, because this country 
has a treaty with Chiang and because sup+ 
port of the Nationalists has been a cardi- 
‘nal principle of Republican party policy. 
Dulles apparently wanted to assure the 
public at home that Chiang is not dice 
tating United States policy and to assure 
this country’s allies that the United States: 
is not bent on war, and to let the Com- 
munists know publicly what they may ex- 
pect if they stop shooting at Quemoy-ang: 
Matsu. As to the latter, his declaration 
might put a certain amount of ra 
on the Communists to “give.”

One Year After Sputnik 


The launching of the first manmade satel- 
yesterday ushered 


Nov. 7. What has happened in a year? 
Seven satellites have been sent aloft suc- 
cessfully, three by the Russians and four by 
us. Sputnik I weighed 184 pounds, Sputnik 
II took a dog aloft and Sputnik III was an im- 
pressive 3000 pounds. Our four satellites 
weighed from three pounds to 38. Premier 
Khrushchev joked about the “oranges.” 
- But they were no joke to thoughtful Amer- 
icans. The size of the Russian satellite proved 
that Moscow has missile engines far more 
powerful than those in this country. And de- 
spite the many reassurances from the Admin- 
istration, it is a fact that we still have no 
operational intercontinental ballistic missiles. 


We do have a long-standing missiles mess 
in which service rivalries, bungling and bitter 
industrial competition for orders have played 
a shameful part. More than $7,000,000,000 
has been laid out for Atlas, Titan, Navajo, 
Thor, Jupiter, Polaris and Snark and only the 
last, a guided missile which any jet fighter 
plane can shoot down, is operational. 

As for space itself, the United States, three 
years after Soviet Russia did so, has at last 
formed a space agency—the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration. Erected 
upon the framework of the 40-year-old Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, 
in legislation rushed through Congress by the 
newly formed House and Senate space com- 
mittees, the NASA is expected to bridge the 
gap between Russia and the United States. 

Opening up for business this Wednesday, 
it took control of all satellite and major space 
programs. It will handle the four lunar shots 
that are programmed. It will co-operate with 
the Pentagon’s Advanced Research Projects 
Agency to put a man into space. ARPA will 
continue its work on purely military space 
weapons such as the anti-missile-missile. And 
the missile killer is another weapon project 
surrounded by service jealousies. 

There is the criticism that American space 
science is not only lagging but confused. Per- 
haps it was epitomized by Capt. Robert C. 
Truax, a Navy space engineer of international 
standing. He commented on NASA and ARPA 
this summer that the creation of the two 
agencies was not enough since “it appears 
that what is being planned is a collection of 
projects, a number of stunts with existing 
equipment rather than a correlated program 
to develop the building blocks which are com- 
mon to nearly all serious space missions.”

Are these two major agencies going to be 
so preoccupied with relatively short-range 
projects that the nation will continue to lag 
behind Russia? Or will, perhaps, the Space 
Science Board, a civilian agency under the 
National Academy of Science, develop a space 
exploration program that will insure prog- 
ress? 

One of the best things that could have been 
done to insure that the nation makes progress 
in space would have been to provide for 
more schools throughout the country. All 
that was done in that respect was the passage 
of the education act providing $881,000,000 
for the teaching of science, mathematics and 
languages. Not one classroom was added. 

In this prologue to the greatest adventure 
to confront man, the exploration of space, 
this nation has not yet given evidence that 
it has attained the proper perspective. 
Neither in terms of national defense nor in 
working toward peaceful benefits to mankind. 
Perhaps the next session of Congress can see 
that this is remedied. 


‘Metro’ Wins in Miami 

The “metropolitan” concept of govern- 
mental organization has won a smashing and 
quite significant indorsement from the 
people of Florida’s Miami-Dade county metro- 
politan district. Some 59 per cent of those 
who went to the polls the other day rejected 
a proposal, pushed vigorously by the area’s 
suburban politicians as well as the Miami 
City Administration, that would have crip- 
pled operations of the recently-established 
Dade county: metropolitan government. 

Almost without exception, suburban politi- 
cians throughout the country tend to oppose 
metropolitan proposals, and almost invariably 
they try to frighten the small home owner in 
the suburbs with nonsensical talk that he 
will drown in taxes unless he does their bid- 
ding. In Miami, some of the big-city politi- 
cians took the same line, so Metro’s victory 
is all the more impressive. For once, the “tax, 
tax, tax” argument seems to have been em- 
ployed on an electorate that examined it on 
its merits and found it a sophistry. 


Defensive for Dixon-Y ates 


Commissioner Wilson Cowen advances 
some curious considerations in his report to 
the United States Court of Claims on the 
Dixon-Yates damage-suit case. 

This is the case in which a private power 
syndicate is suing the Government for more 
than $2,000,000 damages for cancellation of a 
contract ordered and then canceled by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. The contract has since 
been denounced by the Justice Department as 
“unlawful” because of a conflict of interest. 

Commissioner Cowen makes much of the 
contention that Adolphe H. Wenzell, the Wall 
Street banker who served as adviser to the 
Budget Bureau, did not sit in on the negotia- 
tions for the Dixon-Yates contract, in which 
his firm stood to make a handsome profit. 

Since Mr. Wenzell’s firm, the First Boston 
Corp., had by then already been selected as 
the Government’s chosen instrument—with- 
out competitive bidding—and since Mr. Wen- 
zell had shown the First Boston board chair- 
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those who are trying to get something out of 
the Government. 


Act of Judicial Statesmanship 


Some of the hostile critics of the Supreme 
Court have seized on a section of its decision 
in the latest public school desegregation case, 
issued last. Monday, and labeled it an “advis- 
ory opinion.” These critics have so labeled 
the decision because the Supreme Court has 
refrained from issuing advisory opinions from 
its earliest days. Here is the statement which 
has brought this new attack: 

The constitutional rights of children not to 
be discriminated against in school admission 
on grounds of race or color declared by this 
court can neither be nullified openly and 
directly by state legislators or state execu- 
tive or judicial officers, nor nullified indi- 
rectly by them through ‘evasive schemes for 
segregation. 

That this part of the new decision antici- 
pates a case not yet before the Supreme 
Court cannot be doubted. That is precisely 
what it was intended to do. Chief Justice 
Warren and his colleagues were not born 
yesterday. They knew that if the Arkansas 
segregationists were allowed to follow their 
own devices they would commence operation 
of public schools as “private schools” with 
public funds, that this would be challenged 
by the parents of the Negro high school 
pupils as an obviously unconstitutional dis- 
criminatory act and that another legal battle 
would ensue. This might take well into next 
year and might not be settled before the end 
of the 1958-59 Supreme Court term. 

So the Supreme Court did an eminently 
sensible thing. It said that subterfuges would 
fall just as well as direct efforts to overcome 
the 1954 decision. This stamps as unconsti- 
tutional in advance the trick which the 
Faubus crowd intended to try to put over 
next. 

There is good reason for the Supreme Court 
to avoid advisory opinions, even when asked 
for them, as it has done in the past. It needs 
the setting of the case and its facts on which 
to base a fair, informed decision. . In the 
desegregation case it has the facts in their set- 
ting. It has anticipated the next deceit with- 
out harming anything, meanwhile saving a 
lot of time. It was an act of judicial states- 
manship, a credit to every member of the 
Supreme Court. 


Desperate, Yet 


Before the World Series opened, Casey 
Stengel said somewhat suspiciously of his 
Yankees, “We are more the Greta Garbo type 
how from success.” 

After losing two ‘games at Milwaukee, the 
“old perfessor” of the diamond said, rather 
desperately, “We’re not playing ball, but 
we're not desperate.” 

This leads to what ol’ Case must have said 
before that third game in New York. Con- 
sidering the nature of Stengalese, it might 
have been something like this: “I want to 
tell you fellers, I got a little concerned yes- 
terday when them fellers got ahead right off 
the bat and you stayed behind so late that I 
did not think you would ever catch up when 
this feller here hit a good one and you didn’t, 
and I actually have to tell you I was a little 
disappointed.” 

Well, that is what Casey might have said, 
freely translated from what he has said be- 
fore, but we doubt if it was what he did say. 
More likely he said what he said when his 
Yanks were losing in 1953: “We’re playin’ 
bad every place—not hittin’, not pitchin’, and 
not fieldin’ too good.” Whatever the rhet- 
oric, it must have been clear, it probably 
was blistering, and it certainly was effective. 


A Secret Pledge Confirmed 


Whatever the outcome of the Quemoy 
crisis, 1958 model, the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee should make it the first 
order of business to find out whether the 
Eisenhower Administration gave Chiang Kai- 
shek in 1955 a secret pledge to defend 
Quemoy. 

The Post-Dispatch military analyst reported 
10 days ago reliable information that such 
a promise had in fact been made by Secre- 
tary Dulles, with President Eisenhower’s ap- 
proval, at the time Chiang was being per- 
suaded to evacuate the Tachen islands. 

What appears to be strong confirmation for 
this report is pointed out by the Minneapolis 
Morning Tribune. In an editorial strongly 
opposing Mr. Dulles’s policy in the Formosa 
Strait, that newspaper said: 

John Robinson Beal, the Time magazine 
correspondent who in 1957 wrote a. flattering 
biography of John Foster Dulles that lauded 
his “brinkmanship,” said in his book that at 
the time of the 1955 crisis over Matsu and 
Quemoy, “Free China’s President Chiang 
Kai-shek received a personal letter from Mr. 
Eisenhower satisfying him that the United 
—_ would help defend Quemoy and 

atsu.” 


We do not take everything Time corre- 
spondents say on faith, but when Time cor- 
respondents write semi-official biographies of 
Mr. Dulles, presumably from close contact 
with the Secretary and his staff, their state- 
ments are worth attention.

4 United Nations Presence Holds Hope of Peace as Big Powers Disengage

On thé whole, he has played his 
brief part in the Arab drama well: 
but Jordan cannot do without a 
change, and if that change is not 
merely to open up a new catalogue 
of troubles, the Jordanians them- 
selves must be brought to decide 
their future—and specifically, to de- 
cide whether they shall retain. the 
character of a separate state. 


Given the present bitter divisions 
among them, it is scarcely possible 
to see any generally agreed decision 
on their future emerging for some 
time. Extricating the British troops 
will not be the end of the problem 
of Jordan itself. This problem is es- 
sentially part of the much wider 
question of the future of the Arab 
world. If, in July, any illusions were 
entertained that swift emergency ac- 
tion was going to bring Arab affairs 
to a head, and that final solutions 
could quickly follow, those illusions 
must now at last be discarded.

Can the project for a United Na- 
tions “presence” in the area hold 
out any real hope that another means 
of inhibiting violence may be found? 

There should be no illusions here. 
The United Nations cannot, by def- 
inition, be expected to prevent in- 
ternal change, or even internal com- 
bustion, in Jordan, Nor can it in- 
sulate Jordan from the convulsions 
of thé whole Arab world. These 
points need to be fully understood. 
But it also needs to be understootl 
that the continued presence of a 
British force in Jordan cannot do 
either of those things. 

Change in Jordan is inevitable. 
The crux of the problem is to ab- 
sorb the shocks of change so as to 
lessen the damage done to both na- 
tional and international fabrics. 
Here the United Nations may prove 
able to play a role that no individ- 
ual power, or group of powers, can 
play. In so doing, it may rid the 
powers of the difficulties and dan- 
gers into which, as painful eéxperi- 
ence has now shown them, they are 
liable to fall whenever they take 
sides in Middle Eastern quarrels, 

The practical requirements to 
come to business terms, by hard bar- 
gaining, between.Arab and Western 
interests will refhain; but some of 
the political sting in the connec- 
tion may be drawn.

UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 4. 


ITH THE UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA on the one hand 
and India and whana on the other in disagreement over 
South Africa’s racist and territorial expansionist policies, 


it is easy to conclude that whatever is left of the British Empire 


is splitting at the seams. 


But from a somewhat longer- 
range view the British Com- 
monwealth still is an important 
factor both in United Nations 
affairs and outside. In a world 
broken into quarreling factions, 
the Commonwealtf is a unique- 
ly cohesive institution. 

Its 10 members represent 
every important area of the 
world except Latin America, 
and that, too, will be repre- 
sented when the West Indian 
Federation achieves independ- 
ence and becomes a member 
of the Commonwealth. The 
Commonwealth cuts across 
lines of racial differences, re- 
legious differences and ram- 
pant nationalisms. 

Perhaps even more impor- 
tant, its members include both 
allies of the United States in 
Europe, the Middle East and 
Asia —and also fiercely non- 
committed nations maintaining 
close relations with Russia and 
Red China. 


No Constitution. 

The Commonwealth has no 
constitution or by-laws: Mem- 
bers sign nothing on the dotted 
line. 

To cynical “realists,” such a 
loose grouping of nations as 
the Commonwealth—without a 
common foreign policy or a 
joint army and navy, lacking 
even a firm military agreement 
—is without force in a wicked 
world. Similarly, Russia’s Sta- 
lin once sneered at another in- 
stitution, asking: “How many 
divisions has the Pope got?” 

This judgment of the Com- 
monwealth, however, is—to say 
the least—hasty. 

But what, then, do the mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth 
have in common? How does 
the Commonwealth operate as 
a day-by-day reality? How ef- 
fective is it? 

To name the 10 nations of 
the Commonwealth suggests at 
first glance little in common. 
They are the United Kingdom, 
Canada, India, Pakistan, Cey- 
lon, the Federation of Malaya, 
Australia, New Zealand, Gha- 
na and the Union of South 
Africa. 

The fact that most of the 
people in the Commonwealth 
are non-white is an interesting 
sequel to the “white man’s bur- 
den.” Nine of these countries 
began modern times as British 
colonies and have since achiev- 
ed independence. 

Uniform Attitudes. 

What is more important, the 
“British connection” succeeded, 
despite racial, religious and 
cultural differences in estab- 
lishing in these countries fairly 
uniform institutions and atti- 
tudes. They have in common 
today — with some exceptions 
and variations — practices of 
parliamentary democracy,a 
theory at least of the rule of 
law and educational systems 
modeled on England’s. 

Leaders of all 10 Common- 
wealth countries speak English 
—and are steeped in a common 
body of English literature. 

Finally, of course, there is 
Queen Elizabeth II. India, to 
be sure, is a republic. The 
Queen definitely is not “Em- 
press of India,” but India and 
all of the other Commonwealth 
countries recognize the crown 
as the symbolic head of the 
Commonwealth. 

There is no better place to 
see how the Commonwealth ac- 
tually operates than in the 
United Nations. 

Hold Regular Meetings. 

Every two weeks and some- 
times more often diplomats 
from the 10 countries meet. 
Such a meeting was held last 
Thursday in a committee room 
in the basement of the United 
Nations building. 

The diplomats arrived, each 
in his way a prototype of the 
country he represented. Cmdr. 
Allan Noble, the British Min- 
ister of State for Forelgn Af- 
fairs, could hardly look more 
like an Englishman, pink-com- 
plexioned and crisp of manner.

Thursday morning, for in- 
stance, Cmdr. Noble opened 
the session, as Chairman by 
common consent. There was a 
discussion concerning the likely 
order of business in the United 
Nations General Assembly and 
in the various assembly com- 
mittees. 

Middle East Topic. 

Since Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold had issued his 
report this week on the with- 
drawal of British and American 
troops from the Middle East, 
that was discussed at some 
length. Finally, Walker of Au- 
stralia offered an explanation 
of an idea which had been 
mentioned in Casey’s speech 
before the assembly, for co- 
ordinating world scientific ac- 
tivities through the United 
Nations. Then Noble suggested 
that if no one had anything 
further to say, the members 
might go their various ways. 

It was all very pleasant—but 
what good does it do? 

Perhaps one measure of the 
value of such meetings may be 
found in an incident here in 
1956, in the crisis over the in- 
vasion of Egypt by Britain, 
France and Israel. Britain, had 
broken the most important un- 
written obligation of Common- 
wealth members—to keep each 
other informed of major for- 
eign policy decisions. The 
whole Commonwealth idea was 
threatened. 

In this crisis, Jawaharial 
Nehru, India’s Prime Minister, 
came to New York and asked 
that a Commonwealth meeting 
be held in the U. N. At that 
meeting he spoke—to urge that 
despite all, the Commonwealth 
be preserved. Both Nehru and 
the Prime Minister of Ghana, 
Kwame Nkrumah, were jailed 
by the British when their re- 
spective countries were under 
colonial rule: Now they are the 
stoutest defenders of the “Brit- 
ish system” that is the growing 
successor to British colonial- 


ism. 
Four Advantages. 


Diplomats name four major 
advantages of the Common- 
wealth idea. 

1. The Commonwealth gives 
a broader dimension to foreign 
policy decisions by all mem- 
bers, notably Britain. World- 
wide interests must be taken 
into consideration. Two high- 
ranking British civil servants 
work full time here in the 
U. N., maintaining liaison be- 
tween Commonwealth members. 

2. Constant consultation be- 
tween Commonwealth members 
blunts disputes between mem- 
bers. There is no doubt that 
India is more understanding of 
Britain’s membership in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization because of the Com- 
monwealth connection — and 
Britain, in turn, is able to ex- 
plain to the United States why 
India prefers to remain un- 
committed. The Kashmir dis- 
pute between India and Pak- 
istan has lost much of its bit- 
terness, in part because of the 
Commonwealth. 

3. Though vague, there is a 
“Commonwealth approach” to 
world issues arising out of the 
cold war. Menon, last week, 
was host to British Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd at a 
Commonwealth party where the 
Quemoy and Matsu question 
was discussed freely and open- 
ly, and there was agreement 
that while Red China was 
wrong in using force, the is- 
lands are not worth World War 
III. 

4. Finally, the example of 
such diverse people as Indians, 
West Africans and Englishmen 
achieving harmony on any lev- 
el is a force for peace. 

That force may be dimin- 
ished somewhat, if South Afri- 
ca chooses to leave the Com- 
monwealth. No other nation in 
the Commonwealth approves of 
South Africa’s racist policies. 
In many ways the Union of 
South Africa is a misfit in the 
Commonwealth. 

Still, the other nine mem- 
bers have decided they will not 
ask South Africa to leave and 
will be sorry to see the nation 
go, if it is to be that way. But 
the Commonwealth will con- 
tinue.

Adams Built Own Empire. 

The promised table of organ- 
ization will show a distribution 
of the power that Adams re- 
fused to share with his sub- 
ordinates and many officials 
who theoretically and _histor- 
ically had authority equal or 
superior to his. 

By making himself, with Mr. 
Eisenhower's approval, the one 
official, except Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, who 
had immediate free access to 
the President, who passed on or 
rejected most of the important 
papers put on the President's 
desk, who had almost final say 
on many Presidential nomina- 
tions to higher offices, Adams 
built up his own empire. His 
previous experience in govern- 
ment had been limited to four 
years in the State legislature, 
one term in the House and four 
years as Governor of New 
Hampshire, whose population 
of 347,000 is less than that of 
Kansas City.

Persons, 62 years old and not 
in the best of health, is not 
driven by a lust for power.

mer under the sponsorship of 
the United States Taiwan De- 
fense Command. 

Neither did the Nationalists 
have sufficient amphibious 
shipping to insure supply of 
Quemoy. They were excessive- 
ly fearful of losing any of their 
amphibious ships. 

The result was that the early 
efforts to run the gantlet of 
Red artillery fire were not ag- 
gressive. They were unwilling 
to take chances of losing a ship. 
This was not due to lack of 
courage, but rather to inexperi- 
ence with artillery bombard- 
ment combined with the need 
to save the amphibious ships. 

One LSM (landing ship, me- 
dium) was blown up while be- 
ing unloaded on the beach. 
Since then, United States mil- 
itary advisers have advised and 
helped in the operations. 

The United States is also 
supplying a large amount of 
additional amphibious equip- 
ment, even with some LSDs 
(landing ship, dock), large 
ships, 758 feet long, capable of 
carrying over 8000 tons of car- 
go, and with a range of 7400 
miles at 15 knots. 

The United States military 
advisers found that the Nation- 
tionalists had little idea of how 
to organize beach parties for 
rapid landing and unloading. 
They had made inadequate pro- 
vision for sufficient exit roads 
from the beaches so that all 
the small amphibious vehicles 
could at once leave the beach 
and get under cover. They 
knew little about the use of 
smoke to hide the landings and 
had not thought of having a 
great number of usable land- 
ing slots so that the Chinese 
communists would never know 
which beach was being used 
and where the artillery was 
to be trained. 

At the start, the Reds merely 
had to zero in at a few beaches 
and, as soon as any activity 
was observed, to start shoving 
shells into the guns as fast as 
they could be served. 

Defects Remedied. 

Today, with United States 
advice, numerous exit roads

WHETHER MEN MAKE events 
or events make men is an unanswered 
question and for that reason is perpetu- 
ally fascinating to speculative minds. 
Whatever the answer, one may be cer- 
tain that a history without people 
wouldn't be worth reading. The Diction- 
ary of American Biography, of course, 
is entirely concerned with people and 
the relationship of its parts to any gen- 
eral theme must be supplied by the 
reader. But anyone familiar with even 
the main outlines of American history 
will find that its pattern becomes more 
significant as well as warmer in its 
appeal when he can establish contact 
with its human elements. 

Only a professional historian can 
know, in depth, the personalities who 
have affected the tone of American life 
in any particular period. The Dictionary 
of American Biography, however, offers 
an enticing prospectus to the amateur 
historian whether he is interested in the 
general scene or one of its aspects. It is 
primarily a reference book, to be sure, 
but it undertakes with considerable suc- 
cess to describe the individual as well 
as his public acts. 

These remarks are prompted by the 
publication of Supplement Two. The 
original 20 volumes, together with Sup- 
plement One, covered the whole span of 
American history through 1935. Supple- 
ment Two presents the biographies of 
memorable men and women who died in 
the period 1936-1940, inclusive. 


IT IS INTERESTING to note 
that a number of these Americans had 
faded from public view long before they 
died. Richmond Pearson Hobson, for 
instance, was one of the few outstanding 
heroes of the Spanish-American War. 


cates a far more important and diverse 
achievement. He was one of the few 
men in history who represented two 
states in Congress; he was first a repre- 
sentative from Washington and later a 
Senator from Illinois, where he was 
elected a second time after an interim 
defeat and in both terms served as 
Democratic whip. 


When Franklin D. Roosevelt proposed 
to enlarge the membership of the Su- 
preme Court a number of commentators 
recalled “Mr. Dooley’s” famous observa- 
tion: “Th’ Supreme Coort follows th’ 
illiction returns.” It was pertinent then 
and now; but not everybody knew that 
the author of “Mr. Dooley” was still 
alive. This was Finley Peter Dunne, a 
student of his time whose serious inter- 
est in political and social problems was 
overshadowed by his reputation as a 
humorist. In his earlier years Duhne 
was a crusader against social wrongs. It 
is one of the ironic inconsistencies of 
his life, and not peculiar to him, that 
he appeared as a character witness for 
Harry Sinclair during the Teapot Dome 
investigation. 

In contrast to those Americans who 
outlived their most striking achieve- 
ments, Irving Thalberg, the motion pic- 
ture producer, died young—age 37—at 
the peak of his career. His reputation 
still survives in Hollywood even though 
the movies, buffeted by technological, 
economic and social changes, have been 
radically transformed. 

Thalberg is “memorable” in a strict 
sense. But several other Hollywood fig- 
ures are included in the Dictionary be- 
cause they epitomize a certain phase of 
this popular art. There is Ben Turpin, 
for instance, the cross-eyed comedian, 
who typifies In one person the whole 
Mack Sennett school of slap-stick com-

MANY AMERICANS, scarcely 
known to the larger public, have made 
lasting contributions to the American 
culture as scientists, physicians, mer- 
chants, naturalists and scholars. One of 
the pleasures in browsing through Sup- 
plement Two of the Dictionary, consists 
in reading the record of such men and 
realizing thereby the richness and diver- 
sity of American life. Though the list 
is a kind of “Who’s Who,” it is a cross- 
section in a sense, for behind every indi- 
vidual and his achievement is a back- 
ground of mores which for better or 
worse have shaped the lives of most 
Americans,

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Studies of Architecture and Design 
New Books Include Primer on Planning to Build a School 


By GEORGE McCUE 


A GREAT MANY residents of city, 
suburb and open country have found 
themselves, in recent years, not only 
confronted with the need for new 
schools in their communities, but per- 
sonally involved in the construction pro- 
gram. 


There can be a lot of agony in the 
transition from innocent bystander to 
member of board or committee, plunged 
into problems of selecting site and archi- 
tect, convincing the voters, marketing 
the bonds and deciding where to cut 
corners with least damage to the proj- 
ect. And there is big-stake risk that 
school buildings will not serve their 
purpose well when they are the result 
of amateur planning, of improvised solu- 
tions to problems and of compromises 
between widely differing points of view. 

A book designed to help school 
boards, teachers and citizen committee 
members over these rough spots is 
“Schoolhouse,” subtitled “What to do 
when your neighborhood needs a 
school.” This book, published by Simon 
and Schuster at $10, is several things 
at once. It is an easily read primer 
about building design and the needs of 
pupils. It is a guidebook through the 
intricacies of acoustics, lighting, heating, 
ventilation, structural framing, compari- 
sons of materials and other technical 
matters, 


It is also an attractive picture book, 
profusely strewn with photographs that 
sometimes explicitly illustrate physical 
features of schools and in other cases 
simply reflect the joys of being young. 
Among a number of schools pictured as 
models of good design are three in the 
St. Louls area by the architectural firm 
of Hellmuth, Obata and Kassabaum— 
Bristol] Primary School in Webster 
Groves, McGrath Elementary Schoo! in 
Brentwood and Parkway Junior-Senior 
High School in Chesterfield. 


“Schoolhouse” was sponsored by the 
Aluminum Company of America, but it 
treats of building materials impartially. 
It was edited by Walter McQuade, of 
Time, Inc. 


AMONG OTHER RECENT 
books about architecture in the United 
States is the informative and diverting 
“At Home With Tomorrow,” by Carl 
Koch and Andy Lewis. It was Koch's 
peculiar destiny to become interested in 
problems of designing “industrialized” 
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housing — homes that could be put up 
from pre-fabricated units, or completely 
built in the factory, knocked down, 
trucked to the site and assembled by a 
small crew in a few days. 

His first design was the Acorn House, 
a demountable structure set on concrete 
posts, with paper-core plywood sheath- 
ing and_no studs. It attracted favorable 
attention, but ran into trouble with 
antiquated building codes and lack of 
factory facilities. 

With Leon Lipshutz and Fritz Day, 
Koch next served as architectural con- 
sulant for Lustron Corp., a $35,000,000 
enterprise for building prefabricated 
houses of porcelain enameled alumi- 
num. They were assigned to redesigning 
the original model, which had some 3000 
parts and had been styled by designers 
whose past experience was largely 
with automobiles. A cleaner, more ver- 
satile design was worked out, but mean- 
time the whole venture went under. 
“Seldom has there occurred a like mix- 
ture of idealism, greed, efficiency, stu- 
pidity, potential social good and political 
evil,” Koch writes, as in the Lustron 
story, which is one of the significant 
chapters of the book.

with a prefabricated design called 
“Techbuilt,” which has grown to 22 
models made in four factories, and is 
now standing, in its various versions of 
stacked space, pitched roof and glass 
gable ends, in 32 states. 

Koch cites an interesting obstacle to 
good house design, a compound, evi- 
dently, of a number of things. At the 
end of an idealistic panel discussion on 
what a woman wants in a house, a real 
estate salesman came up to him, re 
moved his cigar and spoke as follows: 

“Koch, you know what a woman really 
wants in a house? She wants a cute 
little brick terrace—you know, like the 
one she saw outside her cousin Aggie’s 
house, that married that rich slob from 
Buffalo. Or maybe it’s a kitchen sink 
with the curved aluminum splash board. 
Or a cobbler’s bench. Or a bathroom 
wall with those big, googy blue plastic 
tiles on it. You show her something like 
that to look at, you can sell a place with 
a sod roof, clay floor and an outside 
well.” The book is published by Rine- 
hart and Co. at $6.95.

A THOROUGH STUDY of “The 
Public Buildings of Williamsburg” is 
embodied in a new book by that title by 
English-born Marcus architec- 
tural historian at Williamsburg and au- 
thor of numerous works on buildings of 
the past. 

The present book is the first of a 
projected series centered on the colo- 
nial capital. It reviews much of the 
source material from libraries and ar- 
chives on which the present-day restora- 
tion was based. The specific scope of 
this work is the history and description 
of the principal original buildings—the 
Capitol, Governor’s Palace, Bruton 
Parish Church, William and Mary Col- 
lege and others. 


Although it contains much of interest 
to the general reader, it is particularly 
beamed at architects and scholars, and 
it includes a rich store of floor plans, 
sketches, drawings and photographs. 
(Henry Holt, $12.50.) 

A book in which decorators, archi- 
tects, antique collectors and the general 
reader will find useful and curious in- 
formation is “The American Chair— 
1630 to 1890,” by Alice Winchester. This 
Hastings House survey ($10) is abun- 
dantly illustrated with drawings by 
Erriest Donnelly which emphasize such 
things as the close resemblance of a 
Roman wicker chair of 200 A.D. to those 
seen on ou? front porches today, and 
distinctive design features. 


One diverting item is the colonial 
“shoo-fly” chair, a straight chair with 
wicker seat and an overhead switch 
moved from side to side by a foot 
treadle. The English ancestry of many 
of our chairs is clearly evident, as in 
the fact that some of our chairs are 
specimens of beautifully direct crafts- 
manship while others are remarkably 
ugly. 

Another engaging bit of Americana is 
“The Railroad Passenger Car,” by Au- 


gust Mencken (John Hopkins Press, $5). 


This contains the surprising intelligence 
that air-conditioning with ice and water 
jets was used to cool passengers as early 
as the 1850's, and the first streamlined 
train was patented in 1865. The conver- 
sion of daytime seats into nighttime 
bunks is shown to have gone through a 
long development, each innovation being 
hailed as the final answer to the travel- 
ing public’s need for sitting, sleeping, 
eating, washing and breathing on a train, 
and each being succeeded in time by 
something better. A section of accounts 
of their travels by passengers of these 
various periods speaks eloquently of the 
vagaries of train travel before the turn 
of the century.

EVERY NOW AND THEN when

I must 
leave that to others. 

My teachers never heard the theory 
that it is possible to teach anybody—but 
anybody—how to carry a tune, When 
the class rose to sing “My Country ‘Tis 
of Thee,” I was asked to keep quiet. 
One teacher, probably an 
child psychologist, told me I might 
open and close my mouth more or less 
with the others but, please, please, 
please, not to utter a sound. No doubt, 
this was well meant, an effort to mod- 
erate the trauma of the young soul that 
might be caused by a too blunt an- 
nouncement that it lacked capacity for 
“togetherness.” 

Fireman, beggar-man, thief I might 
aspire to be—even President—but no- 
body ever believed that I might be a 
young Beethoven or Purcell. Only ma- 
ternait optimism could have sent me to 
Prof. Hugo von Edelman for piano les- 
sons. I do not know whether it took

Audiences may be 
larger, but they seem different—com- 
posed more of persons who are ex- 
clusively listeners instead of practition- 
ers, however imperfect, of the musical

There must be music-makers or we 
would soon be without performers. 
Also, hi-fi as well as finger exercise 
may be an introduction to Mozart and

THIS YEAR, TO TAKE A VACATION from art, 
I headed for Los Angeles and the Southwest. The two-week 
trip was, to be sure, to wind up with a professional chore, 
service as a one-man jury at the Dallas Museum of Fine Arts 
for the Twentieth Annual Exhibition of Texas Painting and 
Sculpture held as part of the mammoth annual Texas State 
Fair. But before that I hoped for a bit of movie glamour, 
a trip across the Arizona desert, a visit to Grand Canyon. 


As it turned out, the jury duty, involving the pruning 
down of six hundred works to around eighty, and the awarfd- 
ing of about $4000 in prizes, was the most relaxing part of 
the trip. Not only was the level of work submitted remarkabl 
high, but studying it, I could be silent, and alone. ; 

Before reaching Dallas I had been taken—not altogether 
forcibly, I must admit—to museums everywhere (Houston, 
for example, where the first museum to be designed bv 
Mies van der Rohe, who did New York's new Seagram builé- 
ing, will be opened in October; Los Angeles, to see the most 
recent major museum purchase in America, a Goya for 
$275,000; Phoenix, to examiné the plans for the first mu- 
seum, scheduled for completion in April, to be built in that 
phenomenal boom-town area). I saw stunning modefn 
churches and synagogues all over the Southwest. I was 
driven across the Arizona desert in 109-degree heat to visit 
Taliesin West, Frank Lloyd Wright's famous camp-school- 
home. I was trapped (and occasionally loved it) into seeing 
endless private collections. 


ON MY LAST NIGHT IN DALLAS, when the work 
of jurying was done, I accepted a spur-of-the-moment fh- 
vitation to a small night club to relax, and darned if a won- 
derfully gifted satirist didn’t walk out with an abstract 
painting under his arm to launch into the funniest take-off 
I've ever heard of modern art and criticism. 

It was, in short, an absurd but incalculably stimulating 
“vacation.” It had some actually exalting moments, as when 
I saw the Chapel of the Holy Cross, clinging to the red 
rocks at Sedona, Arizona, and Gyorgy Kepes’ extraordinarily 
beautiful Temple Emanuel, in Dallas. Hardly less notable was 
the Tamayo mural executed for Houston's Bank of the South- 
west, surely one of the most successful examples of art-in- 
architecture in the country and, to my mind, one of the great 
murals anywhere in the world. 


There was rare satisfaction in coming on the collection, 
assembled within three years, of Norton Simon, in Los 
Angeles, who has had the independence of spirit—not to 
mention the money—to shun today’s fashionable but narrow 
impressionist or avant-garde paths and buy works ranging 
all the way from a superb Rembrandt portrait to a dynamic 
Hans Hoffman abstraction. No less surprising, although 
much less gratifying, was the discovery that even Texans 
turn chichi in the collecting. Mark Rothko’s uncompromis- 
ingly abstract, unpatterned, horizontal bands of color go over 
big in Houston, for instance, as, indeed, they do in many 
places. 

Then there was the incredible experience of my visit to 
Taliesin during a rainstorm. As I walked through the house 
rain dripped everywhere through the canvas roof, soak- 
ing blue prints and books, leaving puddles on the stone floors. 

“This isn’t a permanent building, but a camp,” explained 
a young apprentice (Mr. Wright himself was in Wisconsin). 

But why the canvas ceilings after 25 years, I asked. ; 

“Because they give a wonderful diffused light. Besides, 
the Master says it’s not supposed to rain in Arizona.” 

The light was beautiful, combining with stone and sea- 
soned redwood to give the place—its chapel, especially 
something of the look of a Gothic vault. And yet, paradoxie- 
ally, it remains, as Wright meant it to be, a part of the 
desert outside—mystical, timeless, ascetic, a place where the 
eye keeps lighting on strange and wonderful relationships of 
space and material, or on striking rhythmic silhouettes, or 
an exquisite detail. I came away deeply moved—but wet 
through, impatient to get out of the desert, out of Arizona, 
yearning for the gentler architecture of both God and man 
in New England.

What the Chinese Commu- 
nists may do, as distinct from 
what they say they want, is not 


to the scheme to create ‘two 
Chinas.’ We absolutely will not 
allow this scheme to materi- 
alize in any form or on any 
occasion. Taiwan (Formosa) is 
an inalienable part of Chinese 
territory. The Chinese people 
are determined to liberate 
Taiwan.” 

The “two Chinas” proposal 
likewise is anathema to the 
Nationalists, but it seems at 
present the only feasible in- 
terim solution to the Formosa 
Strait conflict. The concept in-. 
volves the surrender by the 
Nationalists of all their posi- 
tions off the China coast and 
retirement to Formosa 100 
miles away, and the continued 
support of a separate govern- 
ment on Formosa by the United 
States or the United Nations. 
It is thought this would be ap- 
proved by a majority in the 
United States and by this coun- 
try’s allies. 

The future of Formosa could 
be determined later in a way 
that would give the Formosans 
a voice. The island was ruled 
by Japan for 50 years until 
surrendered to the Chinese at 
the end of the last war. The 
Nationalists then constituted 
the government of China; when 
they lost the civil war, they 
retreated to Formosa. 

Loyalty Is Uncertain. 

The 8,000,000 Formosans 
have been ignored in the power 
struggle. Although more than 
half of the Nationalist army 
now is composed of Formosan 
conscripts, Formosan loyalty to 
Chiang is uncertain. Shortly 
after the defeat of Japan, Chi- 
ang sent a man named Chen 
Yi to govern the island, In- 
flation became so serious that 
the Formosans revolted in Feb- 
ruary 1947. Chen Yi brought 
in mainland troops and shot 
between 5000 and 10,000 For- 
mosans, including many prom- 
ising leaders. In 1950 Chiang 
had Chen Yi executed in pub- 
lic. 

In a recent Foreign Policy 
| Association pamphlet Eustace 
| Seligman, chairman of the As- 
| sociation’s board of directors, 
states the moral obligation of 
the United States to the Na- 
tionalists would be met under 
the two-China program. 

The United States can force 
the Nationalists to accept it 
and might persuade the Com- 
munists to do likewise if the 
program included, for example, 
Communist China’s admission 
to the United Nations and in- 
ternational guarantees as to 
Formosa, Seligman says. 
Could Clarify Responsibility.

Basement 
Passing Out 
Of Existence 


By EDWARD COWAN 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI)— 

e basement, which evolved 
from a place to store food for 
the winter to a gadgeted rec- 
reation—and even sleeping— 
area, is slowly disappearing 
from the American house. 

Government statistics reveal 
that in 1940 about 69 per cent 
of all new, single-family houses 
had a full or partial basement. 
By 1956 the proportion had 
dropped to 43 per cent.

A decrease in the proportion 
ef nationwide housing starts 
accounted for by the north- 
east, where basements are 
more popular than in other 
sections of the country. 

A long-term shift in housing 
fashions which is gradually 
relegating the basement to the 
past. 

Latest government figures, 
based on a 1956 survey, show 
the following proportions of 
houses with full or partial base- 
ments for different parts of the 
nation: 

~Northeast 81 per cent. 

-~North Central 69 per cent. 

~— South 18 per cent. 

—West 27 per cent. 

According to officials of the 
National Association of Home- 
builders, housing professionals 
applaud the swing away on 
grounds of commonsense, com- 
fort and economy. 

“People don’t make full use 
of their basements,” NAHB 
Housing Engineer Milton W. 
Smithman told United Press 
International. “They also clut- 
ter them up with a lot of stuff 
they don’t need. As for things 
that should be saved, they still 
have the attic for storage.” 

As for habitation, Smithman 
said, “People are not accus- 
tomed to living in holes in the 
ground. Living below ground 
causes problems of moisture, 
heating and lighting. Basement 
apartments are obviously con- 
sidered less desirable because 
the rent on them is less.” 

For the few items—such as 
the heating plant and the wa- 
ter heater—which many people 
associate with basements, 
Smithman continued, space can 
be provided above ground at 

cost. 


less 

“One obvious advantage of 
eliminating the basement is the 
gaving in stair-climbing,” 
Smithman noted. 

If land is so expensive as to 
require having the house on 
more than one level, Smithman 
continued, it is generally 
cheaper to build up than to 


down. 

“Agreeing that there has been 
gome consumer resistance to 
the basement-less house, Smith- 
man attributed a good part of 
it to problems encountered in 
“slab” construction just after 
World War II. 

These problems, mainly 
eracking of the slab and water 
seepage, have» almost been 
solved, Smithman said. “We 
know more about slab construc- 
tion today than we did several 
years ago because the tech- 
nology has been progressing. 
There are slabs being built 
that are perfect.”

United States By 40 Per Cent—How. He Does It 


Thie is the first of «a 
series telling how U.S. Treas- 
ury agents match wits with 
dangerous hoodlums. The

DURING CHRISTMAS 
WEEK, 1957, Charles (Lucky) 
Luciano showed up at a re- 
spectable Christmas party at a 
Naples orphanage'and was seen 
in deep conversation with an 
American-type Santa Claus 
provided by a Yankee expatri- 
ate to give the shindig a home- 
town touch. 

“Take a look at Lucky over 
there,” an American corre- 
spondent told his companion. 
“He’s asking for Charlie Sira- 
gusa in a block of concrete.” 

Possibly they were libeling 
Luciano, who often affects a 
charitable outlook, even to- 
ward cops. But there’s no doubt 
he would reward handsomely 
any Santa Claus who could de- 
liver Charles Siragusa in such 
a package. For Siragusa is kind 
of a one-man Federal Narcotics 
Bureau in Europe and he has 
been a pain in the neck to 
Lucky Luciano’s dope syndi- 
cate. 

Operating out of a wing in 
the United States Embassy in 
Rome, Siragusa’s little police 
force of himself and two as- 
sistants since 1951 has cut the 
dope traffic from Europe to the 
United States by 40 per cent. 

During that time, he has 
staged more than 100 raids 
from Rome to Beirut, Lebanon, 
has arranged the arrest of al- 


‘' most 200 narcotics racketeers 


and has seized 4400 pounds of 
opium, heroin, hashish and co- 
caine ticketed for the United 
States, At the retail level, the 
total value of the seized 
runs inte millions dollars. 

Siragusa roams about Europe 
and the’ Middle East today, 
spreading his reign of terror in 
the underworld, because his 
boss, Federal Narcotics Com- 
missioner Harry Jacob An- 
slinger, believes in the ap- 
proach direct. 

Shortly after the end of 
World War II, Anslinger was 
troubled by the increase of 
heroin addiction in the United 
States and by evidence that the 
illicit drug was pouring into 
the nation's East Coast cities 
from Europe, notably Italy. It 
seemed like more than a co- 
incidence that the Justice De- 
partment had recently deported 
a passel of Italian-born Ameri- 
can hoodlums—mugs who had 
had a fat hand in the dope traf- 
fic here. 

By arrangement with the 
Italian government, Anslinger 
sent a couple of his agents to 
Italy for a look-see in 1948 and 
1949. In 1950 he sent Siragusa 
on a similar errand, and then 
the next year he assigned Sira- 
gusa to a permanent post in 
Rome, with orders to go any- 
where in Europe and the Mid- 
dle East where he thought he 
could do some good. 

Siragusa had both the back- 
ground and the personality for 
the assignment. A brash, glib- 
talking, second-generation 
American whose parents emi- 
grated from Sicily, he had 
grown up in New York’s Bronx, 
where he spent a typical rough- 
and-ready childhood on the 
fringes of the teen-age Sicilian 
gangs which roamed his neigh- 
borhood. 

New York University was his 
educational background; he had 
gone on to stints with the Im- 
migration Service, the New 
York Police narcotics squad 
and a wartime interlude with 
the intrigue-laden OSS before 
joining up with Anslinger’s 
outfit. 

During his 1950 tour, Sira- 
gusa had picked up enough in- 
formation to give him a start. 
In Greece, Turkey, Syria and 
Lebanon he had seen the flour- 
ishing acres of marijuana and 
he had peeked into huts 
stacked with bags of opium. 
Police officials and underworld 
informants had showed him 
evidence indicating that the 
raw opium from Turkey and 
Iran was smuggled into Syria 
and Lebanon, then into Italy 
for processing into heroin and 
finally shipped to the United 
States. 

Everywhere he went he saw

the fine hand of those expa- 
triates from Uncle Sam’s pater- 
nalism—Frank (Three Finger) 
Coppola, Little Joe Peachy and 
Nick Gentile. 


Siragusa also Was properly 
impressed with the fact that 
Italy at that time imported 
twice as much raw opium as it 
needed and produced four to 
six times the heroin required 
for legitimate medicinal de- 
mands. 


So one of his first moves was 
a quiet investigation of the 
five legal heroin plants near 
Milan. Working with Italian 
police, he seized 22 pounds of 
bootleg cocaine and evidence 
that the owner of one of these 
plants was diverting heroin to 
his good friend Lucky Luciano. 

Siragusa was convinced that 
American mobsters had 
muscled in on the racket, and 
that Luciano was the chairman 
of the board of this new or- 
ganization. It was, in fact, the 
old Mafia with some new 
bosses. 

One of the first tasks was to 
convince the Italian govern- 
ment «that steps should be 
taken to. curb this illicit traf- 
fic. So Siragusa and our then 
Ambassador, Clare Boothe 
Luce, started a campaign to 
get Italy to bar the legal pro- 
duction of heroin. But it wasn’t 
until March 1956, that Italy fin- 
ally banned heroin production. 

It wasn’t enough to crack 
down on the distributors in 
Italy; in order to curb the traf- 
fic something had to be done 
about the source of supply, 
which meant the Middle East. 
American agents have no po- 
lice powers abroad—they must 
depend on the co-operation of 
police officials -of friendly 
countries, and to get that co- 
operation they need the com- 
bined talents of a Machiavelli, 
a Winston Churchill and a 
Madison Avenue account exec- 
utive. 

Siragusa showed he had 
these talents, in spades. Prowl- 
ing about the Middle East, 
choking over a popskul! called 
raki, he impressed the police 
in countries like Syria, Turkey, 
Lebanon and Greece with his 
sincerity. He accepted their 
confidences about political 
throat-cutting and never tat- 
tled. He lent a hand in sol¥ing 
an occasional local crime. 

Thus when Siragusa was 
ready to launch his drive in the 
Middle East in the fall of 1954, 
he had a lot of tough and effi- 
cient cops all over the area 
going for him. 

Soothed by Siragusa’s dip- 
lomacy, the police of Greece 
and Turkey forgot their F sngennl

stances were favorable for 
rounding up the ‘gang they 
were after; a gang whose ex- 
ports had an estimated retail 
value in the United States of 
more than a million dollars a 
year. Siragusa picked up 
Gerry, and the two set off for 
the Turkish town of Adana, an 
ancient cotton center where 
Uncle Sam had set up an Air 
Force base. 


The man they wanted was 
an opium supplier named Ah- 
met Ozsayer. Siragusa drove 
to the Air Force base and had 
a chat with one of the two 
Air Force officers stationed 
there. An hour later he drove 
off in an Air Force jeep, wear- 
ing one of the officer’s spare 
uniforms. 

“You're a big Greek gang- 
ster,” Siragusa told Gerry. 
“You want to buy opium. I'm 
a corrupt Air Force pilot who's 
willing to smuggle it out.” 

Confronted with this tale, 
Ahmet was charmed. He would 
be glad to sell them 550 
pounds of opium. It was agreed 
the stuff would be delivered 
the next morning, and the trio 
then hied themselves to the 
nearest night club, where Ah- 
met belted himself stiff with 
raki and insisted on covering 
Siragusa’s cheeks with kisses. 
That’s when Siragusa started 
calling him the “Old Goat.” 

Siragusa chose well the ren- 
dezvous for the next morning. 
It was a lonely road intersec- 
tion near Adana’s airport, and 
there was a railway shack 
nearby in which was hidden 
a platoon of Turkish police. 
Ahmet showed up promptly at 
5 o'clock with a British truck 
loaded with opium, and after 
submitting to a moist buss on 
his cheek, Siragusa started

village they were nearly mob- 
bed by a knot of some 20 peas- 
ants. But they grabbed their 
man and an accomplice and 
4.4 pounds of opium. 


Things were happening in 
Bierut by that time. One of 
Siragusa’s Rome assistants had 
donned the uniform of a Pan- 
American World Airways pilot 
and was making a deal with 
another member of the gang to 
buy 88 pounds of opium. This 
gangster’s name was Abou 
Sayia. He was an irritable little 
Lebanese who was the Old 
Goat’s branch manager in Leb- 
anon. 

Abou refused to make the 
delivery anywhere but in his 
apartment, so at the agreed- 
on time the agent showed up 
and flashed his roll—a few hun- 
dred-dollar bills wrapped 
around a wad of paper... 

This was the signal for the 
Lebanese police to break into 
the place. As they did, one 
of Abou’s teen-age sons staged 
a one-man battle with the po- 
lice, which gave his mother 
time to flush a quantity of the 
dope down the toilet. Still, the 
police seized 88 pounds of 
opium, nine of hashish and 
made five arrests. 

The final raid was set for 
the next day in Aleppo, the 
famous walled city of Syrja. 
The quarry was known as a 
dangerous man, a huge Syrian- 
type gangster named Tifankji 
who had a pot-belly and a face 
slashed with scars. 

The enforcement clan gath- 
ered for this one. On hand 
were Siragusa, Chief Gerry, 
the original Greek informant, 
a Turkish police chief, the 
agent who had nabbed Abou 
Sayia in Beirut, and two other 


agents. 
They separated into two 
groups and started dickering 


old-school rs the knee 
groups represen themselves 
as competitors, and Tifankji 
had the time of his life setting 


ment in a respectable section 
of the town. In the street be- 
low were Siragusa, his police- 
man friends and six Syrian 
policemen dressed in civilian 
clothes. 

Tifankji emerged a half 
hour later after telling Agent 
X he had to go to get the 
opium. He boarded a street- 
car, with Siragusa behind him; 
the police followed in a truck. 

Tifankji got off at the end 
of the line and made his way 
to a collection of wunlighted 
huts, his pursuers spread out 
behind him. When he eritered 
one of the huts Siragusa and 
his cohorts burst in at his 
heels, and Tifankji was nabbed 
without a struggle. Also ar- 
rested were two accomplices; 
the 114 pounds of opium were 
seized. 

The two-day raid had netted 
13 dope peddlers and 765 
pounds of drugs, which if suc- 
cessfully smuggled into the 
United States would have sold 
at retail for upward of a half 
million dollars. 

Much of the credit for cracks 
in the wall of secrecy built up 
by the syndicates of interna- 
tional dope gangsters belongs 
to. Charles Siragusa. On a 
monthly budget.of only $4000 
he has set up a vast network 
of informants from Hamburg 
to Rome to Naples to the little 
villages in the Middle East. 

He has been awarded Treas- 
ury’s highest award, the Ex- 
ceptional Civilian Service 
Medal, “for outstanding cour- 
age in the face of danger while 
performing assigned duties.” 
And in 1956 he was made a 
knight of. the Ordine al Merito, 
which is the Italian equivalent 
of the French Legion of Honor. 

Charles Siragusa, son of Si- 
cilian immigrants, occasionally 
must savor a kind of poetic 
justice in these awards. 

“My uncle would get a kick 
out of it,” he says. That, of 
course, would be the uncle who 
was murdered by Mafia mob- 
sters on New York’s, Lower 
East Side 40 years ago for re- 
fusing to kick back part of his 
pay envelope.

Duffy and the facts. of the case — has aroused some interest 
and speculation, not only about Duffy himself but about St. 
Louis-consuls in getiéral. Who are théy, what do they do? 
Many of them, it develops, are pretty much in, the same 
boat as Rudolph Scharer, consul from Switzerland, who some- 
what morosely says that his chief problem is making it known 
Swiss consul. “I’ve thought of

A recent survey, conducted 
by the writer, reveals there 
are at present 21 consuls in 
St. Louis, which makes it the 

t consular corps in the 


city’s history. 


There are two kinds of con- 
stils—career consuls and hon- 
orary consuls, The career man 
is a public officer, authorized 
by the country which he reép- 
resents to protect that coun- 
try’s interests and foster its 
commercial affairs. His whole 
time is devoted to the job. 


The honorary consul, on the 
other hand, is essentially a 
business man who does con- 
sular duty in his spare time. 
The chief difference, perhaps, 
lies in the fact that a career 
consul is paid and an hon- 
orary.consul is not. In some 
eases an honorary consul may 
find the job worthwhile. If, for 
instance, he is in the export- 
ing business, as some of them 
are, the contract may be a 
good one to keep. Others, on 
the other hand, frankly admit 
it’s something of a headache. 


Of the 21 now in 
St. Louis, only are career 
consuls ne the others = — 
orary. y enough, w 
is more consuls than 
we've ever had, it’s a decrease 
in career consuls. Before 
World War Ul, there were 
seven or eight career consuls 
and only about half a. dozen 
honorary consuls. . 

The honorary consul busi- 
ness is growing for the simple 
reason that whereas a country 
may not find it worthwhile to 
finance a consul and an office 
in St. Louis, it is more than 
glad to have someone here to 
represent it. Especially since 


it doesn't cost them ing. 
How does an honor con- 
sul become one and why? 


Several St. Louis honorary 
consuls were tapped by the 
Chamber of Commerce. Coun- 
tries seeking a consul here may 


call on the foreign affairs de-. 


partment of the Chamber and 
ask them to find a man. One 
honorary consul here was s0 
honored after his company had 
refinanced the country. Three 
became honorary consuls while 
conducting business in the 
countries they represent, and 
several others seem to have 
gotten into it somewhat by ac- 
cident me more or less to 
their s > 

Ameed the last group, for 
example, is Harold Koplar, 
executive head of the 
and Park Plaza hotels, who is 
now French consul here. Kop- 
lar inherited the post from 
Hugh Brussell, St. Louis con- 
struction engineer, who held it 
from 1938 until 1956. Koplar 
and Brussell were friends and 
when the latter got ready to 
retire, he asked Koplar if he 
would like to be consul. Koplar 
had no: objections, so l 
recommended him to Consul 
General Jean Beliard who ap- 
proved him. The consul general 
and a couple of his aids came 
to St. Louis and Koplar was 
sworn in at a quiet little cere- 
mony and that was that. 

There are few commercial 
relations between France and 
St. Louis for Koplar to foster, 
and when something does arise 
it is usually forwarded to Chi- 
cago for consideration. Koplar 
gets aelot of inquiries, such as

When Duffy isn’t busy mak- 
ing things like Scotch whisky 
and British cars seem more 
desirable to Americans, or 
helping St. Louisans find a 
market for their products in 
England, he is likely to be 
found attending teas, lunch- 
eons, cocktail parties and din- 
ners, making talks and appear- 
ing on television.

Italy has had a consulate 
here since the turn of the cen- 
tury except during World War 
II. Roberta De Carbona, consul 
here for several years recently 
was transferred, and until a 
new one arrives Leonardo 
Chieffi, vice consul, is in 
charge. 


There isn’t as much business 
through the office as there 
was before the war, says Chief- 
fi, a short, gray-haired man, 
but it has been building up 
again through the years. The 
recent popularity of Italian 
fashions, for both men and 
women, has been a factor. 

Tourist business also is grow- 
ing, and there are lots of stu- 
dents who want to study in 
Italy. One of his chief jobs, 
Chieffi explains, is running 
down Italians to settle estates. 
Many of them are people or 
the descendants of people who 
came here 50 or 60 years ago. 
Maybe they are dead, and quite 
often their descendants have 
anglicized their names. But 
Chieffi usually finds them. 
His territory covers Missouri, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Tennessee 
and Arkansas.

The dean of con- 
suls, by a wide margin, is 
Arnold Stifel, who has been 
Bolivian consul since 1922. “It 
was a sort of token of appre- 


_ ciation,” ‘he explained, “after I 


helped finance the country. 
Back in 1921 the Stifel, Nic- 
olaus Investment Co, lent the 
Bolivian government $24,000,- 
000 which helped put them 
back on their feet,” he said. 

Duties? Yes. and no, says 
Stifel. He refers major mat- 
ters to the consul general in 
New York. 

Like all consuls, Stifel is 
bombarded with literature. “I 
sent a ton of it to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce last month,” 
he laughed. “I wish I had more 
requests for it.” 

One of the more active hon- 
orary consuls is Eugene Le 
Riche, who represents the Do- 
minican Republic from his of- 
fices at 8000 Bonhomme, in 
Clayton. Le Riche is export 
sales manager for Moog Indus- 
tries, Inc., which exports auto- 
motive replacement parts all 
over the world. 


Twice a year Le Riche takes 
off on tours which cover 16 
countries, including the Do- 
minican Republic. When he 
was there in 1955 one of his 
clients, a. government official, 
asked him if he would repre- 
sent the Dominican Republic 
in St. Louis. 

Malcolm Martin, honorary 
consul for the Netherlands, was 
one of those tapped by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


His territory covers four 
states, but there are only 
about 200 Netherlands na- 
tionals in the whole area, and 
he doesn’t have a lot to do. 

“Most of the questions I get 
could be answered by any 
travel agency,” he said. 

Clifford Cornell, head of 
Corneli Seed Co., of 101 Chou- 
teau Avenue, which exports 
seeds, has been Danish consul 
here since 1948. He was sur- 
prised when the Chamber of 
Commerce asked him to take 
the job. He doesn’t speak 
Danish and had no familiarity 
with Denmark except what he 
had picked up in foreign 
travel. 

Charles Bealke, on the other 
hand, was named consul for 
Panama because of his knowl- 
edge of Spanish. 

Since Ricardo Gonzales, ca- 
reer consul for Honduras, was 
transferred some months ago, 
the work has been carried on 
by Francis Doll who has been 
honorary consul since 1948 and 
has seen a number of consuls 
come and go. Doll, who has 
offices at 1221 Locust street, is 
general manager of the St. 
Louis Trading Co., which rep- 
resents St. Louis shoe manu- 
facturers abroad. 

Nelson B. Gatch, associated 
with Reinholdt & Gardner In- 
vestment Co., has been hon- 
orary consul for Guatamela 
for eight years. “I’m a friend 
of Richard Patterson, who was 
United States ambassador to 
Guatemala at the time,” he ex- 
plained. “Guatemala needed a 
consul. Patterson asked me to 
take it.” 

The job entails principally 
supplying information about 
Guatemalan ways and customs 
to people who are going to be 
stationed there or are planning 
to start a business there. 

Jose Alvarez, a native of 
Spain, has been consul here all 
the 30 years he has lived in St. 
Louis. He exports special] auto- 
motive equipment, such as fire 
engines and busses, principally 
to South America. 

His job is mostly answering 
questions, says Alvarez. “You'd 
be surprised some of the things 
people expect of a consul. A

Senora Luz Figuero de Avila, 
a widow, represents her native 
Salvador. She came to St. 
Louis three years ago to teach 
Spanish at Maryville College 
and took over the consulate 
from her son, Alfredo Alvarez, 
who, after he was graduated 
from Washington University, 
went back to become mayor of 
San Salvador. One of the chief 
exports to Salvador right now 
is equipment for making snow- 
cones. They're the rage in Sal- 
vador. 

Lief Sverdrup of Sverdrup 
and Parcel Engineering Co., 
has been consul since 1953 for 
his native Norway. His terri- 
tory includes Missouri, Kansas 
and Arkansas. Business, ashe 
puts it, is not exactly heayy. 
It consists largely of taking ap- 
plications for visas, which are 
forwarded to Chicago, and now 
and then helping a Norwegian- 
American settle an estate in 
the old country. 

Jose Roldan, who was born 
in Spain but who is. now an 
American citizen, has been con- 
sul for Nicaragua since 1954. 
Roldan is a manufacturers’ 
representative in the export 
business, and takes trips an- 


works pretty hard, he 
trying to find markets for 
Nicaraguan goods. 

Newest consul in St. Louis is 
Carl Pass, president of Meletio 
Sea Foods Co. He has just 


been named consul for‘Ecua- 


dor. He became acquainted 
with government officials: :in 
Ecuador on business trips. His 
company maintains a fleet of 
shrimp boats on the coast’ of 
Ecuador and Pass goes tli¢re 
about three times a year. 

He doesn’t know yet. just 
what his duties will be, but_in 
the meantime he is attending 
the Berlitz School to learn the 
language. 

An upcoming consul is Staf- 
ford (Casey) Lambert, St. Louis 
manufacturer and sportsman, 
“who will be consul for Belgium 
“as soon as the king gets Wack 
from the Riviera to sigh *the 
papers.” Lambert is a friend 
of Duffy, the British consul, 
and when Duffy remarked one 
day that the Belgian consul 
general was looking for some- 
one in St. Louis to replace 
Charles Webb Godefroy, who 
had resigned after holding the 
post for many years, Lambert 
said he would be glad to be a 
consul, - 

“In no time at all the consul 
general was here to talk to 
me,” Lambert related. 

Although the consular céPfps 
refers to itself as a corps, there 
is no actual organization, no 
regular meetings. “Noy and 
then,” explained Duffy, “some 
of us get together for lumrh 
and that’s about the nt 
of it.” 

The consuls, however, have 
become conscious that in this 
age of publicity and promotion, 
they are behind the times. Few 
people know there is a corps. 
Eve fewer know who its mem- 
bers are. 

To correct this situation, they 
plan to hold an “international 
ball,” a fancy affair to be held 
annually and one which they 
hope will take its place with 
the Veiled Prophet ball as one 
of the highlights of the soc 
season.

New Book Tells of Loss of 880 Lives in Torpedoing of Cruiser Indianapolis 
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U.S.S. Indianapolis sailing from Philadelphia Navy Yard for trial run. 


The writer of the fol- 
lowing article was a war 
correspondent on the cruiser 
Indianapolis on its first war- 
time patrol out of Pearl 
Harbor, shortly after the 
Japanese attack of Dec. 7, 
1941.

EIGHT HUNDRED AND 
EIGHTY MEN of the United 
States Navy lost their lives as 
a result of the sinking of the 
heavy cruiser Indianapolis by 
a Japanese submarine two 
weeks before the end of the 
war in the Pacific, 13 years 
ago. 

It was the greatest disaster 
at sea the Navy has ever had, 

The tragedy of it embodies 
a number of other firsts, in- 
cluding the first time the com- 
mander of an American ship 
lost by enemy action had to 
face a court-martial. 

Almost 500 men died in the 
84 hours before help arrived. 
Therein, to many minds, lay 
the primary tragedy. It was 
the fault of a system. Briefly, 
there was no requirement to 
check up on the non-arrival of 
a combatant ship, and the sink- 
ing of the Indianapolis went 
unnoticed for three and one- 
half days. 

The magnitude of the disas- 
ter was largely lost in the tim- 
ing of the announcement of it 
—within one hour of President 
Truman’s announcement of vic- 
tory over Japan. 

It is true that the court- 
martial of the ship’s command- 
er, Capt. Charles Butler McVay 
III, received considerable pub- 
licity at the end of 1945, and 
so did the Navy’s 4500-word 
narrative the following Febru- 
ary. 

But neither the court-martial 
nor the narrative told the 
whole story, with so many of 
the leading narrators stilled 
forever, but a great part of it 
has been pulled together in a 
book just published. 

It is “Abandon Ship!” by 
Richard F. Newcomb, pub- 
lished by Henry Holt & Co. of 
New York. 

Newcomb is an Associated 
Press desk man in New York. 
He has done his research out 
of interest in the subject, and 
produced not only a fascinat- 
ing book but also an important 
one with respect to Navy pro- 
cedure. 

The Indianapolis had de- 
livered components of the 
atomic bombs from San Fran- 
cisco to Tinian and proceeded 
to Guam. From there she was 
ordered to Leyte, and she was 
about half way, traveling alone, 
when she was struck by two 
torpedoes at 12:02 a.m. July 30, 
1945. 

Twelve minutes later she 
had sunk. 

“ |. The last ones off had 
little time, for the ship seemed 
anxious to go. As the head and 
midships, now filling rapidly, 
sank lower the final hundred 
feet or so of the giant hull 
raised straight up out of the 
water and seemed to stand 
there for a moment. . . . The 
Indianapolis waited but a mo- 
ment, then slipped straight 
down, like a leadline, disap- 
pearing quickly and silently, 
without suction, without an- 
guish.” 


Of 1196 men aboard, only 
316 survived the sinking and 
the later erdeal in the water. 
Of 1114 enlisted men, 301 
came through; of 82 officers, 


Captain McVay was thrown 
from his bunk, near the bridge. 
He and all of the others had 
a very full 12 minutes ahead 
of them, not knowing the time 
would be so short. 

This is the way it started: 

“Suddenly, there was a tre- 
mendous blast forward, fol- 
lowed by a sheet of red-yellow 
flame and a giant column of 
water rising higher than the 
bridge. The ship shuddered 
and a few seconds later came 
a second blast, much nearer 
the bridge, much more violent, 
louder and more terrifying. 
For a split second after the 
second blast there was utter 
silence, except for the swish 
of water and the hum of tur- 
bines.” . 


The second torpedo had 
struck the heart of the com- 
munications system. On the 
bridge the bosun's mate tested 
the public address box. “Every- 
thing is dead on the sound 
system, sir.” 

“Go below and pass th 
word, ‘All hands topside.’” 

There were no lights, no 
power. Every alarm device 
was dead. A radioman said he 
got an SOS off three times, 
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mer Japanese commander, testifying with aid of 
chart at Navy court-martial of Capt. McVay.

with fading power in the an- 
tenna, just befure the cruiser 
lay flat on her side. The SOS 
was not picked up. 

“Within seconds of the two 
blasts, the forward half of the 
ship erupted into frenzied life, 
with men stumbling through 
darkened passageways, cough- 
ing and spitting from smoke 
and noxious fumes from dozens 
of sources. Some men floun- 
dered aimlessly, like beheaded 
chickens, others ran silently 
and swiftly with great . 
Some screamed an bled, 
others merely bled, and some 
did not move at all. 

“Most men did what they 
could, to help themselves and 
to help others. There could be 
no direction to these efforts, 
for the ship's nerve center was 
gone. Every action was strict- 

local, because no man could 
know more than his eyes and 
ears, in their limited range, 
could tell him. 

“Forward Repatf Party was 
obliterated in the first instant, 
but even had it been spared, it 
could have made no contact 
with the first lieutenant’s of-

fice or the bridge. No com- 
munication was possible except 
by messenger, over ruptured 
and tilting decks made slippery 
by scattered patches of ubiqui- 
tous fuel oil . .. 

“Not one in a score had 
shoes on, or carried a knife, 
flashlight, or any of the dozen 
other items they had been in- 
structed to have ready in case 
of just such an emergency. 


“No one was figuring, even 
then, on abandoning ship. 
Some men had already gone 
over the side, to be sure— 
blown off the forecastle or 
driven over by panic—but they 
were not many. Most of the 
men were calm, if confused. It 
was inconceivable that this big 
ship would sink. . . . Some 
waited too long and became 
fouled in the screws.” 

Guam was 600 miles east, 
Leyte 550 miles west, and 
Peleliu 300 miles south. They 
knew nothing of the sinking. 

It was believed there were 
about 800 men in the water 
when the stern plunged down, 
glinting in the moonlight. They 


had no boats. There were a 
few rafts and floater nets, 


pieces of furniture and tin 
cans—all doused in the black 
fuel oil. 


Monday passed, and at long 
last Tuesday. The number of 
survivors was diminishing. 
Hunger and thirst, the searing 
sun and the chill of night wore 
them down—and sharks were 
moving in. 

But then—“Wednesday was 
a delightful day for the swim- 
mers. It was the day they 
learned the Indianapolis had 
not sunk after all. She was ly- 
ing just below the surface of 
the water, and the gedunk 
stand was open, featuring six 
flavors of ice cream, and the 
scuttlebutts were pouring forth 
pure, sweet water as usual.

many of them were diving like 
swans, using up the last re- 
sources of strength that might 
have saved their lives. Some 
men who had not yet passed 
fully into the world of fantasy 
tried to restrain them, but it 
was useless.” 

A sailor shouted: “Here 
comes a Jap, he's trying to 
kill me! Help! Help!’ Frenzied 
men took up the shout and be- 
gan swinging wildly. 

And on the fourth day... 

“Thursday began as a day of 
calm—the calm of death for 
the swimmers. With all strength 
gone, all emotion spent, they 
seemed nearer death than life, 
and indeed they were. There 
was little talk or movement, 
just a quiet waiting for the 
end to overtake them. Hang- 
ing in their waterlogged life 
jackets, their mouths and noses 
nearly in the water, they no 
longer wished nor hoped for 
anything, not even death. 

“The inevitable sun rose, 
higher and hotter, and still no 
complaints. They were not ca- 
pable of caring any more. A 
few, slightly stronger than the 
others, looked up occasionally 
or even strained to listen when 
they thought they heard a 
plane. A little before noon, 
with the sun still mounting, a 
few looked up when a plane 
droned by, high overhead. 
There was a scattering of mut- 
tered curses, even a doubled 
fist raised weakly out of the 
water. The plane passed over, 
to the north. They had known 
it would. 

“Then, here and there, a 
heart fluttered. The plane 
seemed to pause, to turn. Some 


thought it was starting down. 


It was, it was: 


“He sees us, he sees us!,” 
someone screamed, Others 
joined in, and arms and legs 
began to splash. 


“They’re coming, they're 
coming!” “He's turning, he’s 
turning!” “Here he comes!” 


It was entirely by accident 
that the plane had flown over 
them and they had been seen. 
Help was soon on the way, in 
the form of more planes and 
surface ships. The rescue work 
continued through the night, 
and with great skill. Those who 
were in on it could hardly be- 
lieve what they had found. 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz 
called a court of inqury within 
hours of hearing what had hap- 
pened. The court completed its 
hearings Aug. 20 and found, 
among other conclusions, that 
Captain McVay had erred in 
judgment when he failed to 
order a zigzag course the night 
of the sinking. 


In the meantime in Wash- 
ington the Navy, on that his- 
voric night of Aug. 15, with the 
fend of the war, had issued the 
following announcement: 


“The / U:S.S. Indianapolis 
has been lost in the Philip- 
pine Sea as the result of 
enemy action. The next of 
kin of casualties have been 
notified.” 


That was all. In due course, 
families of the men lost on the 
very eve of victory in the war 
were pressing the Navy to 
know more of what had hap- 
pened. 


And also in due course Cap- 
tain McVay had to face a pub- 
lic court-martial. The witnesses 
included the commander of 
the Japanese submarine that 
had sunk the Indianapolis. He 
was Mochitsura Hashimoto, and 
the fact that he was brought 
from Japan to testify was the 
subject of outraged speeches 
in Congress, 

Hashimoto testified that a 
zigzag course by the Indianap- 
olis wotld have made no real 
difference. 

Captain McVay was convict- 
ed of “through negligence suf- 
fering a vessel of the Navy to 
be hazarded.”” He was acquit- 
ted of “culpable inefficiency in 
the performance of duty.” The 
court recommended clemency, 
and his sentence—loss of 100 
numbers in grade—was remit- 
ted. He has since retired. 


Still to come, in February, 
1946, was a tidying-up of the 
affair by the Navy. Almost 
without warning, it laid the 
blame for the delay in rescue 
operations at the feet of four 
officers, all far less prominent 
than McVay. 

They were blamed with fail- 
ure to note the cruiser’s non- 
arrival at Leyte, although there 
was nothing in the regulations 
requiring them to do so. Two 
of them protested, and in the 
end, James V. Forrestal, Secre- 
tary of the Navy, ordered their 
records cleared. 

Newcomb concludes in an 
epilogue: 

“When all the bickering was 
over, it had nearly obscured 
the only bright page in the 
whole story—the courage and

Live Life 
Over? No! 
--Groucho

TWO MIDDLEAQED men 
watched a young fellow bound 
into the men’s grill at a swank 
Beverly Hills country club. 
“Wouldn't you like to be his 
age and starting all over 
again?” sighed one. 

“I can’t think of a more re- 
volting idea,” snapped the 
other. “I've been through life 
once and that’s enough for me. 
I hope to live for many years, 
but if I knocked off tomorrow 
I wouldn't have any kick 
coming. 

“I wouldn't go through the 
whole damn thing again for 
al] the money in the world.” 

The speaker was Groucho 
Marx. At 63, he stands at the 
top of a remarkable career, 
recognized as one of the na- 
tion's great wits. He has a pret- 
ty young wife, a rambling nine- 
room home in Beverly Hills 
and all the money he'll ever 
need. 

On Sept. 25, he began his 
twelfth season as combination 
quiz and quip master on “You 
Bet Your Life,” a job he calls 
one of the softest snaps in 
show business. 


But it was a long, rough 
road to the top for Groucho. 
Small wonder he doesn't 
want to go back. He Once 
said: 

“Il was kicked into acting 
by my mother and if I hadn't 
been, I'd now be on relief. 
I've always been terrified of 
dying broke or of being a 
failure.” 


GROUCHO was born Julius 
Marx in New York City. He 
was the third son of a poor 
Alsatian immigrant tailor and 
the ambitious daughter of a 
German magician. 

Minna Marx — everyone 
called her Minnie — dedicated 
her life to pushing her sons 
into fame in the show business. 
Her brother, Al Shean, was a 
member of the Gallagher and 
Shean vaudeville team and 
Minnie loved the theater. 


She saw to it that Chico 
(Leonard) took piano lessons. 
Harpo (Arthur) learned to play 
the harp himself. The family 
was poor and only Zeppo (Her- 
bert), the youngest son, reached 
high school, 

Young Groucho wanted to be 
a doctor. He loved reading 
and enjoyed being by himself. 


But he made his first stage 
venture just before his 
eleventh birthday, serving a 


brief nitch in Gus Edwards's 
kid troupe. 

Four years later, in 1910, 
Minnie organized the Three 
Nightingales—Groucho, a tenor 
and a girl. When Harpo joined 
them, they became the Four 
Nightingales. 

“The four vultures would 
have been more like it,” says 
Groucho, After countless 
whistlestops, tank town thea- 
ters and dirty saloon dressing 
rooms, the four Marx Brothers 
act-—— Chico, Harpo, Gummo 
(Milton) and Groucho — was 
born. 


The madcap Marx broth- 
ers broke up during World 
War I. Harpo and Gummo 
enlisted while Groucho and 
Chico entertained at the 
camps. After the war, they 
resumed their careers. Zep- 
po replaced Gummo in the 
act, 


Their musical, “I'll Say 
She Is/’ was a smash hit. 
Then came “The Coconuts,” 
and “Animal Crackers.” 


THEIR FIRST MOVIE was 
a film version of “The Coco- 
nuts” in 1929. Following rap- 
idly were “Animal Crackers,” 
“Monkey Business,” “Horse 
Feathers,” “Duck Soup,” “A 
Night at the Opera” and “A 
Day at the Races.” These early 
pictures—their best—had one 
thing in common: uninhibited 
zaniness. 


Critics and fellow comics 
rate Groucho far above the 
run-of-the-mill comedian who 
relies heavily on situation gags 
and writers. Groucho is a real 
wit, a master of the genuine 
ad lib. 


His meeting with Houdini 
the magician is show business 
legend. 


Houdini, performing the then 
new trick of threading a hand- 
ful of needles in his mouth 
with his tongue, called on a 
nondescript little man in the 
audience to come on stage. 


“Do you see any needles or 
thread hidden under my 
tongue?” asked Houdini. 


The volunteer peered intent- 
ly into the magician’s mouth, 
but did not speak. 


“Speak - up,” commanded 
Houdini. “Tell what you see.” 

‘*Pyorrhea,’* declared 
Groucho brightly. The audi- 
ence roared. 


But in the middle 40s, 
Groucho’s fortunes took a 
downward turn. The Marx 
brothers had scattered. 


Groucho’s last radio show laid 
an ostrich-sized egg. His last 
movie, “Copacabana,” excited 
no one. 

His comback started on @ 
Bob Hope benefit radio show, 
During a comedy routine Hope 
dropped his script. Legend has 
it that Groucho promptly 
mepnes on it. Marx denies

But what followed was one 
of the funniest ad lib bits in 
radio history. Producer John 


Guedel was in the audience 
and offered Groucho “You Bet 
Your Life.” The TV show went 
on in 1947 and was an instant 


‘Myles Standish - 
‘Cat on Hot Tin Roof’ 
Big Hit as Movie 


METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER, the giant of Hollywood stu- 
dios, which went into a sharp decline a year ago amidst a 
struggle for control, is coming back with a box-office block- 
buster that is reminiscent of its old days of glory. It is “Cat 
on @ Hot Tin Roof,” made from the Tennessee Williams 
Pulitzer Prize play, painting an ugly picture of guilt and 
neurosis, greed, passion, and hate in a wealthy Mississippi 
planter’s family one hot summer day. In the first four weeks 
of its American release, “Cat” grossed more than $4,000,000, 
M-G-M reported. Here at Loew's State Theater, it has moved 
into its sixth week.. Manager Frank Henson reports it is doing 
the best business in five years. At an advanced price of $1.25 
admission (of which the theater gets $1.11 after tax) it rolled 
up $30,000 for the theater the first week, and $91,000 the first 
five. It's doing about as well all over. 


Whether the fact that Elizabeth Taylor, starring as thay 
elemental beauty, Maggie the Cat, aroused public curiosity 
because she was working on the picture when her husband, 
Mike Todd, was killed in an airplane crash, and that helped 
the box-office, is problematical. Who knows? Miss Taylor's 
involvement in the Eddie Fisher-Debbie Reynolds break-up 
doesn’t seem to have affected the picture's take either way. 
At the time it happened, the picture dropped only $1000 in 
gross from the third week to the fourth. 


What probably happened is that Mr. Williams’ 
talent for serving up some sordid aspects of life in an 
exciting way sank in on the mevie-going public, and 
they flocked te see his wares, no matter if somewhat 
laundered for the supposedly more tender sensibilities 
of the movie as opposed to the stage public. 


THEY GET WHAT THEY EXPECT in “Cat.” For one, no 
matter how disapproving of Mr. Williams’ almost obsessively 
unpleasant and unhealthy outlook, must admit he puts on a 
show in “Cat.” He is never dull. His dialogue churns and boils. 
He has, probably more than any other American playwright, an 
accurate ear for natura] colorful speech. He conveys the idea 
of utter realism. His dissecting knife cuts to the raw of his 
characters, so they stahd unadorned. However unsavory, he 
puts them in violent clash with one another, so the turbulence 
mounts into a seething fury. He has a genius for shock effect. 
Mr. Williams blows up a storm. Like the eye of a hurricane, 
there may be a vacuum of real ideas in the middle of it, but 
the spectator has nevertheless been “shook up” by a tempest. 

His characters are in an aura of great wealth. “Big Daddy,” 
the dying patriarch, owns 28,000 acres of rich Delta land in 
Mississippi and $10,000,000 in other assets to boot, But Mr. 
Williams is not a playwright to grow stilted, stylish or clever 
in the presence of wealth. He gets down to earth—or, rather, 
down to dirt. He treats them like Jeeter Lester and his brood. 
We have, more or less in the picture's scenes, the Italian 
underwear school of neo-realism in the sort of Southern man- 
sion setting usually devoted to swords and roses romanticism. 


The picture has been given a powerful production. 
Director-Script-writer Richard Brooks has neatly skirt- 
ed the taboos of the movie code against the central 
theme in which Brick, ex-football player, is drinking 
himself to ruin and has messed up his marriage 
because his wife charged his “beautiful and clean 
friendship” with his football hero buddy represented 
a homosexual leaning. 


WHILE ABANDONING SOME minor bits of nastiness in 
the play, proving how unnecessary they were, Mr. Brooks has 
utilized this set-up by twisting it into a different shape. Under 
the relentless inquisition of his father, Big Daddy, Brick's 
secret is wrenched from his tortured mind. His friend Skipper 
couldn't play pro ball without Brick’s support. Instead of an 
idol, he proved a hollow shell, a weakling, a dud in the big 
game. Maggie the Cat, jealous of Brick’s devotion to pro 
football and his friend, showed up the friend by maneuvering 
him into trying to seduce her. In despair, Skipper killed 
himself by jumping out the hotel window. Brick blamed himself 
and Maggie, bitterly. 

Now, when that is finally pitilessly extracted in an agonizing 
scéne, it doesn’t seem quite important enough to have caused 
Brick to have tried to ruin himself. One almost suspects the 
shadow of the original theme. But the clash has been as 
furious, and the catharsis for Brick after the storm has cleared 
the air is quite as marked. 


Mr. Brooks has added his own effective touches. 
He has created an aura of sensuality by always keeping 
the big brass bed in the center of things during the 
protracted arguments between Brick and Maggie in 
their bedroom as she tries to make him come back to 
her. The family picnic on the lawn to celebrate Big 
Daddy's return from the clinic has a hard humor in 
Big Daddy's disgust at the efforts of the No-Neck 
Monsters, his grandchildren by his son Brother Man, 
te play up te him with an inheritance in mind. The 
choice of a basement filled with expensive junk and 
bric-a-brac masquerading as art objects makes an 
almost surrealistic background for the rapprochement 
between Brick and his doomed father. 


“CAT” 18 A MOVIE that calls for good acting, and it 
gets the best. As Brick, Paul Newman gives a powerful picture 
of a tormented man caught in a paralyzing neurosis. Burl Ives, 
who created the role of Big Daddy on the stage, has tremendous 
authority in it—a realist, blunt, flinty, caustic, who in the 
turmoil] of learning that he will die soon, is finally able to 
reach the strange son who has eluded him and find mutual 
understanding. Elizabeth Taylor is high-strung and sensual as 
Maggie the Cat; Miss Taylor is not a scenery-chewer, and her 
Maggie isn’t as ruthless, as almost savage, as on the stage, but 
it's a strong performance that carries conviction. Judith 
Anderson is pathetic as the fatuous Big Mamma who insists 
that the husband who palpably despises her “doesn't really 
mean it.” Jack Carson gives a surprisingly good performance as 


the second son, Brother Man, when he reveals his true feelings « 


under his stuffed shirt front. Tennessee Williams has always 
had a talent for creating unpleasant women. His masterpiece 
is Sister Woman, Brother Man's vulgar, avaricious wife, and 
Madeline Sherwood plays it with a shrill intensity.

WANT THINGS? WATCH THE “WANT ADS! 
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Movie Makers Fail 
To Cash in on TV 


By Vernon Scott 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 4 (UPT) 
HOLLYWOOD'S UNSOLVED mystery is the failure 
ef motion picture studios to make good in television. 
Extepting Columbia and Warner Brothers, ‘the major 


film ae. have fallen flat on their sound stages attempt- | 


ing to invade video. 

One TV bigwig, Harry 
Ackerman, of Screen 
Gems (Columbia Pictures 
TV subsidiary), has some 
of the answers. His outfit 
grinds out 14 network 
shows a week—more than 
all the other studio op- 
erations put together. 

“The movies were un- 
willing to change their 
way when TV came 
along,” Ackerman says. 
“They refused to learn 
new methods or give cre- 
ative people financial in- 
terests in the shows. 

“Until recently, they 
disdained TV altogether.” 
Ackerman knows where- 
of he speaks. He wet- 
nursed TV in its infancy 
10 years ago at CBS where 
he developed such shows as “I Love Lucy,” “Gunsmoke,” 
“Amos ‘n’ Andy.” His latest contributions are “Bachelor 
Father” and “Leave it to Beaver.” 

As vice president in charge of production at Screen 
Gems, Ackerman is one of the few television executives 
hired by a movie company to keep the TV film cameras 
running. 

For instance, motion picture people don't understand 
situation comedy technique. It is strictly a TV invention. 
The pace is entirely different, even in dramas. Movie 
producers let a story unfold while it develops the char- 
acters involved in the action.

“TV doesn't have that much time. In an hour show— 
and especially in half-hour programs—the characters must 
be delineated at once. Picture people also have an un- 
realistic financial approach, They lavish too much money 
on productions that can’t possibly earn a return.” 

Ackerman credits Ralph Cohn, head of Screen Gems, 
and Irving Briskin, originally a movie maker, with Co- 
lumbia’s success in television. The subsidiary is completely 
free of the studio’s top brass, functioning as those of 
Universal-International and Paramount. MGM and 20th 
Century Fox are plodding along with little success, while 
Warner Brothers has struck gold with its hour-long Wes- 
terns. Most of the studios look to pay-TV as a way out of 
the financial doldrums. 

Ackerman doesn’t think it will come. 

“If pay-TV arrives—and I hope it doesn't—it will be 
because of a national recession affecting sponsors who 
will no longer be able to foot the bills,” he said. “Besides, 
it's undemocratic. I don’t believe the public should have 
to pay for entertainment it has been seeing free for so 
Many years.”

Small Child’s Nightmare 


ONCE WHEN I WAS a very small child, I had a night- 
mare, the terror of which I have never forgotten. It 
seemed that I was forced to choose between my parénts. 
My favorite could stay; the other would have to go. 

In those days nobody in Clayton was divorced, and I 
doubt if I had ever heard of divorce; why the dilemma pre- 
sented itself to me I don't know. But I awoke in such tor- 
ment that I climbed over the side of my crib and went to 
my parents’ room, They put me between them in the big 
old-fashioned bed and tried to comfort me. However, even 
though I realized that it was only a dream, I was still haunt- 
ed by the dreadful necessity I had tried to face. 

From that experience I know very well how sad and 
insecure my childhood would have been had either parent 
abandoned me, or had I been asked by a court to make a 
choice. 


Even so, I can’t agree with the ideas of Dr. 
Benjamin Spock as set forth in the September is- 
sue of The Ladies Home Journal. Dr. Spock is the 
latter-day prophet of all young mothers; to ques- 
tion his pronouncements is a combination of 
blasphemy and lese-majeste. However, I comfort 
myself with the thought that 20 years from now, 
young mothers will have a new prophet with new 
pronouncements, No expert remains a dictator for- 
ever, Like the Priest.of Nemi, he must, in the na- 
ture of things, be assassinated by the young man 
who is destined to become the new priest. 


WHAT DO YOU SAY to a child whose father has left 
and is not coming back? Dr. Spock thinks that for the se- 
curity of the child the mother must tell him, even in cases 
when the father deserted her before his birth, that Daddy 
really loved him and feels very bad about being separated 
from him, and that much of the fault for his desertion was 
hers, She should immolate herself in order to keep the fa- 
ther’s memory green. 

But I think that security which is built on illusions is 
very dangerous. Sooher or later the child will have to face 
reality—unless his mother’s attitude has robbed him for- 
ever of the strength to step out of the never-never land— 
and when he does see the truth, his adjustment to the facts 
may be a shattering experience of great bitterness. 


And what of the resentment that the child has 
built up towards the mother who, by her admis- 
sion, however false, has deprived him of his fa- 
ther? What of the glamour which surrounds the 
absent father, and which in later life will be eruel- 
ly dissipated when he knows the father as the heel 
he is? What about the remorse he may be storing 
up for the years of failing to understand his moth- 
er, of blaming her for faults she had net com- 
mitted? 


CERTAINLY 1 AGREE with Dr. Spock that it is harm- 
ful to the child for the mother to hold bitterness and re- 
sentment, for her to paint an ugly picture of the father, for 
her to reproach, him harshly. She can instead help the child 
to understand that it does not lie in our power to judge an- 
other. She can explain that some people seem to be lack- 
ing in the power to love, and that this lack is like any 
other deformity, sometimes congenital, and sometimes the 
result of injury. She can teach the child both by precept 
example what forgiveness and understanding mean.

Another 
technique that has added to 
the distinction and flattery of 
his designs is in draping or 
folding the material to achieve 
a sculptured effect. Some 
dresses have the folds at the 
sides of a skirt; others are 
folded at front and back, 
leaving the sides slim. 


‘Although this is his first 
visit to the United States and 
he has been in this country less 
than a month, Cardin has de- 
cided that American women 
accept new fashions more read- 
ily than European women.

Black, navy 
and brown are more mature 
than red.

Marble Tubs 


g Golden Plumbing, Sunker 


for the Rich 


By Cynthia Lowry 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4 (AP). 


PORCELAIN AND CHROME may suit us average 


Americans. 


But the big-money crowd from coast to coast 


is going in for marble tubs and golden plumbing. 

Arthur Ward, head of a 100-year-old company that is ‘the 
Tiffany of the custom period hardware business, finds that his 
gold plumbing fittings sales have increased over 400 per cent 


in the past two years and, despite the recession, 


creasing. 


“Gold-plated bathroom fix- 
tures have always been the 
ultimate in luxury and always 
popular with those who could 
afford them,” says Ward. “But 
recently there has been even 
more interest. 

“I suspect part of it is the 
conspicuous consumption mot- 
ive: ‘Look, I can even afford 
golden faucets!’ But there is 
also the fact that people have 
concentrated on the kitchen 
until just about everything that 
can be done has been done. 
Now they are looking at the 
bathroom, Bathrooms are get- 
ting bigger — becoming com- 
bination dressing rooms—and 
there is a definite trend toward 
sunken tubs.” 

Ward says that the gold 
plumbing fixtures part of P. E. 
Guerin’s business — he's the 
third generation of the family 
to head the company — hasn't 
seen such a landslide of busi- 
ness since the good old pre-de- 
pression days when steel's 
Charlie Schwab ordered him- 
self a bathtub cut out of a solid 
block of onyx. 

Today gold bathroom acces- 
sories are so popular that a 
“mass” market for this ex- 
travagance has developed. 
Golden-plumbing “‘masses” are 
built of folks living in homes 
costing a minimum of $40,000. 

But even this type of money- 
laden mass market holds little 
interest to Ward. His clientele 
includes names like Ford, 
Chrysler, Mellon, Whitney, 
Vanderbilt, Du Pont, a number 
of Greek shipping tycoons, and 
architects and interior deco- 
rators so successful that they 
shun, rather than court, pub- 
licity. In a recent listing of the 
10 richest men in the country, 
Ward counted seven buyers of 
Guerin-made hardware, most of 
them possessors of golden bath- 
room fittings. 

Made-to-order period gold 
fixtures come high. If the 
chrome fittings in your por- 
celain bathroom basin (two 
water faucets and a mixing 
spout) cost $25, gold plated re- 
placement would set you back 


are still in- 


between $125 and $600, Ward 
says, depending on the amount 
of detail. You could, of course, 
get them cheaper elsewhere. 
but Guerin's specialty is fine 
brass casting combined with 
hand-chasing, which means the 
refinement of ornamentation 
by hand tooling. 

“Most people just want a 
splash of gold and can get 

, away with less expensive, less 
finished stuff,” says Ward. 

At the moment, the very 
rich—the ones who really know 
what's what in elegance—are 
giving Louis XVI the big play 
in bathrooms. Meanwhile, back 
in the $40,000 houses, the big 
interest is in Renaissance and 
Empire periods. 


“There used to be a steady 
demand for Renaissance—fif- 
teenth century French-Dolph- 
ins and Empire—nineteenth 
centry French—Swans,” Ward 
says. “Now, too many people 
are using them, and Dolphins 
and swans have become cliches. 
So the big period is the deli- 
cate Louis XVI.” 


Often Ward must design 
plumbing fixtures to fit into a 
desired period. For instance, 
most mixing spouts for wash 
basins are adapted from au- 
thentic fixtures of the period 
for the simple reason that dur- 
ing the actual time, no such 
thing existed — just hot and 
cold water spouts. 

At the moment, Ward's cus- 
tomers are completely ignor- 
ing—in and out of the bath- 
room—two periods: Gothic and 
Victorian. 

“Our clientele won't touch 


anything Victorian,” he em- 
phasized. “That's for the 
masses.”

ut the numbers of this species 


have crashed disastrously dur- 
ing the past few years because 
of destruction of their nesting 
and wintering habitats and pos- 
sibly because of widespread 
spraying. Our ospreys, however, 
came for a few days to hunt at 
the ponds and along the creek; 
but here is another species that 
is threatened by poison sprays 
that kill the fish which are 
their natural prey. So far we 
have seen no ducks at the 
ponds, but we were en 

one evening last week by a lone 
coot that kept us company 
while we cooked supper at the 
water's edge. 


Early autumn before frost is 
a busy time for countless spe- 
cies of insects and spiders. 
Crickets and cicadas and katy- 
dids still sing through the eve- 
nings. Mantids and walking 
sticks make ready for winter. 
Often on warm afternoons the 
air is fairly filled with the 
strands of web spun by baby 
spiders to waft them across 
the fields to new territory.

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Scientists Now Talking 
About Shooting for Sun

THE NATURE OF SCIENCE requires that its practitioners 


plan further ahead than their 


accomplishments may seem to 


warrant. Consider, for example, the highly publicized moon 


fitobe. Months may pass before 


an orbit of the moon is consum- 


mated, yet scientists are already talking about a feat even more 


spectacular—a sun probe. 

As conceived now, the latter 
will not involve putting a 
rocket in orbit around the sun 


or landing one on the solar 
ace..The present stage of 
rocket art will permit, at 
most, a flight to the vicinity 
of Mercury. 

If, however, we could place 
a well-instrumented rocket 
within 5,000,000 miles of the 
sun, it would be a scientific 
coup of great importance. 

Blueprints for a sun probe | 
were contained in a remark- 
able paper presented in late 
August at the ninth annual 
congress of the International 
Astronautical Federation in 
Amsterdam. 

In the paper Robert P. Havi- 
land of the General Electric 
Co. in Philadelphia proposed a 


five-stage rocket calculated to 
put a 50-pound payload at Mer- 
cury’s distance from the sun. 
From this remote position in- 
struments could relay valuable 
data back to earth. 

The purpose of the probe 
would be to investigate the 
solar atmosphere.

ERE ARE WESTERN stars in custom-made shirts and jeans. Others in elaborate 
buckskins. But starting this coming week (KSD-TV, 8:30 p.m. Wednesday) comes 


an authentic Westeri character who 
could win the best-dressed award for 
men of his era. 

The character is Bat Masterson, law- 
man sidekick of Wyatt Earp in his hey- 
day as a U.S. ma of the Old West. 
Masterson is played by Gene Barry, 
who now owns work clothes more chic 
than most of us have for our Sunday 
best. 

Explains Barry: “The Bat Masterson 
series is based on the book by Richard 
O'Connor, which is thoroughly docu- 
mented by o!d-time newspaper men who 
worked with Bat when he left lawman 
work in the West to work on a New 
York newspaper. He was a bit of a 
dude, so naturally I'm playing him that 
way.” 


BARRY LEARNED that Bat received 
his nickname from the lethal walking 
stick he carried. “lt wasn't an affecta- 
tion.

Q@. Do you think a large proportion of 
TV quiz shows have been crooked? 

A. Maybe just a few; certainly none 
coming from the West that I know of. 
Q. On You Bet Your Life, aren't con- 
testdnts coached to give “straight” lines 
that Groucho can answer with gags? 
Aren't they taught to act a bit? 

A. No. We interview the contestant 
beforehand so that Groucho can have 
some frame of reference for his ques- 
tions. After all, the program has got to 
be entertaining or people will tune it 
out. We try to get contestants who will 
make a good show; but we don’t tell 
them what to say or how to behave. 

Q. Is there any way of allaying public 
suspicion of TV quiz programs? 

A. I think every program should do 
what we did last season on People Are 
Funny when we presented a hypnotist. 
I offered $10,000 to the first person 
who could prove that our hypnotic 
stunt was rigged. My advice to the net- 
works or the independent producers is 
to offer $100,000 to the first person 
who can prove the existence of fraud 
or dishonesty in connection with any 
of their programs. From now on, I'm 
sure that all quiz programs will be 
scrupulously honest. What must be 
done, however, is to convince the 
doubting public that they're honest. 
Q. Has the Dotto scandal cast a pall on 
audience participation programs in 
general? Will the networks cancel such 
shows as soon as practical? 

A. Sure, it’s cast a pall, but the net- 
works won't cancel anything unless the 
program is dishonest or not pulling an 
audience. My feeling is that more 
people are now watching audience par- 
ticipation programs to determine just 
how honest they are. 

Q. Don't you think that TV sponsors 
will now stay clear of quiz programs? 
A. There's a very great possibility of 
that. Understandable, too. A sponsor

can't afford to have anything cast a 
shadow on his product or the corporate 
reputation. I hope sponsors don’t panic 
at this point, but ride the storm out. 
because quiz shows are, in many in. 
stances, the best buys on TV today. 
Q. If the programs are whistle clean, 
won't they be dull? Isn't it a fact that 
all contestants have to be coached? 

A. There's coaching and there's coach 
ing. To tell a contestant, “We'd rather 
have you appear without your hat, and 
please speak more softly into the mi 
crophone” —-is one degree of coach- 
ing. Another degree is to tell him be 
fore the program, “Would you recog 
nize a picture of Cary Grant if we 
showed it to you?” Especially when the 
picture of Cary Grant is the answer to 
the quiz. Contestants are coached to 
heighten the entertainment aspects of 
the program. Some producers are re- 
luctant to lose a personable contestant. 
Maybe he will make good newspaper 
copy; maybe he’s charming. There's a 
temptation to keep him by dropping or 
leaking the correct answers. 

Q. Has any contestant on any of your 
programs ever complained? 

A. From time to time, there have been 
complaints. Once on People Are Funny, 
we had a contestant who won a $20, 
000 future consisting of a new home, a 


‘car, furniture, food. He added up all 


the loot, then came to me with a beef 
that the wholesale value was only 
$16,700. He wanted the rest in cash. 
I told him we had specifically promised 
him merchandise with a retail value of 
$20,000. He was most ungrateful. 

Q. Are most contestants ungrateful? 

A. No, most of them are fine, decent 
human beings. They know how to win 
and how to lose. They don’t like unfair- 
ness, fraud or conspiracy—evils which 
they and the public have a right and a 
duty to complain about. And I, for one, 
am glad they have. Ne

LONG BEACH, CALIF. 

MARRIED in haste, and I'm regretting it at leisure. 

I am 17% years old, I am’5 feet 10% inches 

tall, I weigh 145 pounds. Physically, | am a woman. 

And I would have said — I did say, over and over — 

that when I married Bill Ziething, at age 16 years and 
five months, I was mature. 

I know now that I wasn’t mature then, and I'm not 
mature today. I hadn’t grown up enough for marriage. 
I wasn’t prepared for it in any way. I didn’t have the 
slightest idea what love was, or what marriage meant. 

It took me 10 months of heartache, of being mixed 
up and homesick and selfish and moody to find out. 
The final lesson was the divorce case of Ziething v. 
Ziething, granted in Las Vegas, Nev., July 3. 

Now, a 17-year-old divorcee, I'm back home with 
my mother and my sister, Sheila. I'm back at Woodrow 
Wilson High, a senior finishing my education. I'm 
looking forward to college, hoping to teach or to do 
interior decorating. I enjoy life. - 

But I can’t forget. 

A whole slew of my girl friends are married (one, 
16, is expecting her second child) or engaged or 
hoping to be married soon. I know there are a lot of 
girls like them all over the country. Their parents 
can’t stop them — mine couldn't. But one of their 
own can help. That's why I’m telling my story, of just 
how it was with Bill and me. 


I'm a Mixed-up Girl 


Most of the blame for what happened was mine. | 
was selfish and rash and pretty mixed up. Bill was 
gentle and kind and tried to be understanding. After a 
while, he was a pretty bewildered guy. In the end, he 
was bitter — he still is, from what I’ve heard. 

I've always been a little mixed up. I guess you 
could say I was a victim of divorce, even before I was 
married. My mother has been married and divorced 
three times. My father, her second husband, was a 
Navy officer; and we moved a lot. I never lived any- 
where more than two years, and that was upsetting. 

Then they split up. I couldn’t understand why two 
people, both of whom I loved very much, couldn’t live 
together and be happy. And when Mother remarried 
I never accepted my stepfather as a father. We got into 
all kinds of atguments, mostly with Mother in the 
middle. I ran away from home three times. For-a while 
I lived with my father, then with my half-sister, and 
once I lived in as a baby sittet. By the time | went into 
my teens I was pretty emotionally upset. 

I’m not making excuses for myself. Life hasn't 
been easy for me in lots of ways, but who has it been 
easy for? But I do think all these things had their 
effect later, after I met Bill Ziething. 

I was 14 and in ninth grade at Huntington Beach 
High School when a girl friend introduced us. We 
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went out a few times and right away I had a real crush 
on him. He was four years and 10 months older — 
how I looked up to him for that! — out of school and 
working in a service station. He was fairly good-look- 
ing, intelligent, considerate -and had beautiful eyes. 

Show me a girl 14 who knows what love is! But 
during those first four or five months of occasional 
dating, I convinced myself I was in love with Bill. I'd 
look at him and my stomach would just flip. I spent all 
my time thinking of things to say to him and how to 
say them. And when I wasn’t thinking about him, | 
was chasing him. 

Bill, with good sense, said I was too young to be 
“serious.” We had a long discussion about it. It wasn’t 
fair to mé when I was still in school, he said. But | 
was hard-headed. If he really loved me — and he said 
he did — he'd want to keep seeing me, often. The 
idea that I was too young was just “silly.” And finally 
he gave in. , 

I've seen the same thing happen with so many girls 
of 15 or 16. They get a crush on an older guy and they 
do all the pushing. The guy is fair and practical, but 
the girl doesn’t think of anything else. That's the way 
it was with me until Bill agreed to go steady. 

Once you've been going steady eight or nine months, 
you begin to feel obligated. That’s one reason so many 


‘young girls like me get married so young. Just the 


thought of breaking up made me feel lost. And then 
there’s the necking: one thing leads to another and 
the guy wants to continue and the girl doesn’t think 
she should and — well, it’s quite a problem. 

But you do have the feeling — I had the feeling — 
that when you're married, you won't have these prob- 
lems. They'll take care of themselves. 

Bill and I went steady 16 months. I was just past 
16 in August 1957 When he gave me ah engagement

ring, a nice one with three diamonds. We decided to 
be married as soon as I finished school. 

For months we had been talking about it. Bil] was 
in the Navy then, stationed at Fallon, Nev. He'd get a 
96-hour pass monthly and drive home, a 1,000-mile 
round trip. I had real stars in my eyes. I'd go down- 
town and look at linens and I'd practice writing “Mr. 
and Mrs. William Ziething III” in my notebook. 


“Robin, You're a Baby” 


Very early, as soon as we began to get serious, 
Mother tried to talk to me. “Why, Robin,” she'd say, 
“you're just a baby. You don’t know what love is all 
about. Wait until you have five Or six babies and bills 
to pay. Marriage isn’t all love and romance.” 

Poor Mother! She is only 40, but she could find no 
words to reach a girl 16. I thought I knew all the 
answers. Sometimes I was cruel as we argued: “What 
do you know about love?” I asked her once. “You've 
been married and divorced three times.” 

Our marriage will be different, I told myself - 
and everyone else. Bill’s mother tried to talk to me, 
and I listened to her the way I listened to my own 
mother. The school psychiatrist tried. I couldn't fee! 
open with him. My school counselor tried; she was 
awfully understanding. But I kept telling her that | 
knew my own mind, that I was really truly in love. 

Two weeks after he’d given me the ring, Bill wrote 
that he wanted to be married right away. He missed 
me so. He said he'd be home in two weeks more and 
we'd be married then. “Why should I wait, Mother?” 
I asked when I broke the news. There were a million 
reasons, but no one could tell them to me. 

Mother — fighting to the last — went to the Mar- 
riage License Bureau with us and gave her reluctant 
consent. On September 20, we were married with

just the families present. We loaded up the car and 
half an hour after the ceremony Mr. and Mrs. William 
Ziething ILI were on their way to their new home. 

That honeymoon trip was a girl's dream, and mar- 
riage, at first, was pure bliss, corny as it sounds. We 
lived on love — we'd wrestle around and make love 
and giggle and tease and have fun. Just waiting for 
Bill to come home, planning how I'd greet him with a 
big kiss, was wonderful. I cooked and sewed and 
planned meals and did the shopping. 

Mostly we stayed to ourselves and enjoyed each 
other. I went back to school — as I'd promised — and 
did my homework faithfully. (My grades actually im- 
proved. ) 

It was that way for a month, and then one night 
while I was preparing dinner, it hit me: I'm married. 
I’'m-going to be married the rest of my life. 

I got tense. I lost confidence. I had moods for no 
reason. I felt sure something would happen. I began 
to question myself: Do I really love him? Do | really 
want to be married? Do I really want to grow up? Am 
I ready for it? ' 

Frankly, I think the root of the trouble was sex. 
That sounds bold for a 17-year-old, but someone has 
to talk to other young girls like me, so I'm speaking up. 
My mother, like most parents, never got down to 
the basic facts of marriage. Oh, | knew what was 
supposed to happen and what the results would be. 
What I didn’t understand was how I was supposed to 
feel and react. Sex frightened me. And that made me 
feel that if | was frightened, it must mean | didn’t 
really love Bill. 

What I really wanted was to be a little girl again, 
without any such problems. I began to think of all the 


advantages of being a:school girl — the dates, the - 


good times, the fun of planning for college. I began 


thinking of Mother and how I'd wronged her. 

Bill took me home at Christmas. He was kind and 
gentle and considerate, and he thought that would 
help, but it only made things worse. He gave me arti- 
cles to read on marriage, but I wouldn't read them. 
He asked me to go to a marriage counselor in Reno, 
but I wouldn’t go.

1 hadn't wanted to hurt him, but I couldn't see de- 
ceiving him — pretending I loved him when I didn’t 
think I did. I didn’t want divorce, yet | was afraid I'd 
become pregnant and then there'd be a baby to think 
of and it'd be worse all around. , 

I just didn’t want to be a woman yet. I didn’t want 
childhood to be over so soon. 

1 went right back to school and tried to lose myself 
in what I was doing. I tried to talk to Mother about 
it. She was on Bill's side. She was against the marriage, 
but once married, she said, | should have stuck to it. 


I had married on impulse and now I was running out. 


That was really the end. Bill came to see me, and 
in April I told him I didn’t love him and wanted a 
divorce. He came back in-June, after his discharge, 
but it was even worse. I’d gone on a few dates, and 
he'd heard about it. He called me names and then he 
hit me. I guess he felt he had a righf to, but it’s the 
only thing I can really blame him for. He called me 
and apologized later, but I wish things hadn't ended 
that way. 

We each made one more try. I suggested a marriage 
counselor and then got cold feet. Bill asked to see me 
again, but I wouldn’t keep the date. And so he went 
to Nevada — he was still a legal resident — and filed 
for divorce. The first I really knew of it was when I 
got the papers in the mail. 

Now I’m trying to put together a new kind of life. 
This summer I went to summer school and made up 
credits. 1 learned to play tennis, to like good music 
and appreciate good books.

PASADENA, CALIF. 
For the past six months this country 
has been hipped on hoops. 

You've seen them everywhere — at 
the beach, in playgrounds, department 
stores, filling stations, backyards, coun- 
try clubs. They're called hula hoops, 
spin-a-hoops, hurl-a-hoops. For the 
most part, they're all the same —a 
circular band of plastic ranging from 
one to three feet in diameter, selling 
from 79 cents to $1.98. 

The craze finally is beginning to 
taper off. But how and why did hoops 
— a basic toy for more than a hundred 
years —— become a fad? 

Says Spud Melin; part-owner of 


Spud Melin and Richard Knerr 


Wham-O Manufacturing of San Ga- 
briel, Calif., the company that first be- 
gan turning out’ the hoops last April, 
“All fads are flukes. This one caught 
on, we think, because the hoop is multi- 
purposed and attracts not only children 
but adults as well. Today it’s being 
used for party games, for target prac- 
tice, as a substitute for jumping rope. 
It's being used in dance routines, for 
quoits, water sports, juggling. It’s be- 
come a toy standard.” 

Melin claims he and his partner 
Richard Knerr got the idea for the hula 
hoop last year from an Australian 
friend they'd run into in New York. 
“He kept telling us,” Knerr says, “that 
the old-fashioned hoop was going great 
guns Down Under.

It caught on like a 
prairie fire. We knew we had the mak- 
ings of a great national toy.” 

In May, Wham-O was turning out 
1,000 hoops a day. By July demand 
had grown so strong that Wham-O in- 
creased production to 7,000 hoops a 
day ard contracted with two other 
manufacturers, one in Chicago and the 
other in Newark, N.J., to turn out an- 
other 10,000 per day. 

By August and September, competi- 
tive toy manufacturers had jumpéd on 
the bandwagon and were producing 
hoops with minor variations in design, 
name and price. 


Big Names Helped 


They tredit much of the hoop boom 
to promotion. Says a retail executive of 
a major drug chain, “The fact that 
Red Skelton and his daughter play 
with the hoops, that Debbie Reynolds 
uses a few, that you see them on tele- 
vision all the time — that sort of pro- 
motion is tremendous. It makes chil- 
dren feel that they've got to conform 
with the hoop-crazy group.” 

Wham-O’s two youthful owners, 
Spud Melin and Richard Knerr, both 
just 33, decline to reveal how many 
hula hoops they've turned out. since 
April, but rival manufacturers estimate 
the figure at 2,000,000, with a 
$2,000,000 profit. 

If so, this is the biggest runaway 
item “the boys” (as they are known in 
the toy trade) have had since they set 
up shop ten years ago in an Alhambra 
garage with one unpaid-for Sears, Roe- 
buck band saw.

Back then, Melin and Knerr, who 
had gone to high school and the Uni- 
versity of Southern California to- 
gether, decided to revive the ancient 
art of falconry and raise fal¢ons for 
commercial sale. To train the falcons 
they bought they had to throw meat 
into the air while the falcons were in 
flight. In order to do this they made a 
few sturdy, well-balanced slingshots. 


First Came A Band Saw 


“To our amazement,” says Knerr, 
“the hunters we tried to interest in the 
falcon project told us they liked our 
slingshots but to forget about the fal- 
cons. They were for the birds. For $50 
down we bought a band saw and then 
began turning out slingshots right in 
our garage.” 

The slingshots caught on so well 
that Knerr and Melin soon had to move 
out of their garage, expanded produc- 
tion with other offbeat items: plastic 
flying saucers, the Australian boomer- 
ang, a crossbow outfit, a jai alai set, 
tether baseball and, of course, the hula 
hoop. In 10 years their gross business 
has zoomed from zero to an estimated 
$5,000,000 a year, their employees 
from two to 200. 

“The toy business,” Spud Melin de- 
clares, “is a fiercely competitive jungle, 
and when you've got one item that’s 
selling well, the very fact that it is 
makes it obsolete. You've got to have 
something new ready all the time.” 

The most valuable attribute anyone 
in the toy business can have, according 
to Melin, is imagination. “The mod- 
ern application of an old idea,” he 
claims, “is what made the hula hoop 
such a successful item. What that took 
was imagination. If you know anyone 
long on imagination, please have him 
get in touch with us. That's what we 
need desperately to remain successful. 
That and luck.”

At ancient Spandau fortress, the last 


by CURT L. HEYMANN 


WEST BERLIN, GERMANY. 
Locked away deep behind the thick 
walls of a 16th-century fortress here, 
heavily guarded by the armed troops of 
four great nations, are just three men. 
They sullenly pace in their cells and 
rarely are allowed to talk to each other 
— or anyone else. What to do with 
them is causing growing irritation be- 
tween Russia and the West. 

_ The prisoners — Rudolf Hess, 63, 
Baldur von Schirach, 51, and Albert 
Speer, 53 —- are the last of the top 
Nazi leaders still in jail. Four others, 
sentenced to Spandau prison with them 
in 1946, have either completed their 
terms or been released. Schirach and 
Speer have seven more years to serve; 
Hess’ term is life. 

To guard these three men, a platoon 
of soldiers each month stamps through 
the gates of Spandau, about 20 min- 
utes’ drive from this city. The troops 
are supplied in turn by the U.S., Brit- 
ain, France and Russia, the four war- 
time allies who tried and convicted the 
top Nazi leaders of war crimes at Nur- 
emberg in 1946. 

The cost is a taxpayers’ nightmare. 
To take care of the guards and their 
three prisoners, some 300 employes 
(including a dozen cooks) are needed. 
There are two kitchens, two laundries 
and a fully equipped hospital, all 
staffed by highly paid specialists. It's 
estimated that the cost — shared by 
West Germany and the four powers — 
has so far gone well past $2 million. 

Wincing over such figures, Western 
officials here recently suggested closing 


down Spandau. “Nyet,” barked back 
the Russians. Where, they asked the 
West, would we put the three prisoners 
of Spandau? 

It's a thorny question. They can't be . 
put in German jails, since they were 
not convicted by a German court. And 
since they were tried by all four pow- 
ers, they can't be handed over to any 
one of them. 

“We don't want them anyway,” a 
U.S. official here told,me. “The Rus< 
sians might be willing to take them, but 
they couldn't without a court ruling. 
And since the Nuremberg International 
Tribunal disbanded after the trials, 
there’s now no court with. jurisdiction 
over them.” 


~ No Talking 


Probably unaware of the ironic twist 
their cases have taken, Hess, Speer and 
Schirach — like thousands of wartime 
victims of Nazi concentration camps 
— shuffle glumly through their dreary 
prison lives. Forbidden to speak to each 
other except during brief periods of 
work, they have spent most of their 12- 
year, imprisonment in solitary confine- 
ment. 

They're allowed only a trickle of let- 
ters (to or from their immediate fami- 


‘ lies). Visits from relatives are per- 


mitted just a few times a year — and. 
each conversation must be overheard 
by four guards, one from each of the 
four powers. No other Germans are al- 
lowed within the gates — not even as 
employes. 

The West has. tried several times to 
make the prisoners’ lives more bearable. - 
The Russians usually have balked, but 
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Chaneind the guard, ‘unions (left) replace U.S. troops at gates of Spandau. 


of the Nazi war criminals wither away 


three years ago it was agreed to allow 
them more publications, a few more 
letters and more time in the garden. 

Hard prison life has aged all three 
almost beyond recognition. Though no 
reporters or photographers have ever 
been allowed to see them, PARADE 
spent several days here talking to 
Spandau guards and employes, got this 
close-up report on each Nazi: 

Hess: The scowling ex-Hitler deputy 
— who flew to England in the middle 
of the war claiming to bear a peace 
proposal — has long been suspected of 
being insane. Today there seems little 
doubt of -it. 

“He refuses to believe the King of 
England is dead,” says one guard. “And 
he’s obsessed with the idea he will re- 
peat his flight to England. He keeps a 
pair of shoes in his cell which he pol- 
ishes every @ay but never wears. He 
says, ‘I'll wear these shoes when | visit 
the King. He'll listen; I have a lot to 
tell him.’ ” 

Hess still snaps out the Nazi salute 
and is the only prisoner who refuses to 
work in the prison garden. Sometimes 
he plays what he calls “doggy,” crawl- 
ing on his hands and knees and eating 
his food like an animal. 


Short Hunger Strike 


Stories that he once tried suicide are 
false, say the guards. “But on his 63rd 
birthday last year,” they add, “he went 
on a hunger strike — though only for 
the day.” 

von Schirach. The former leader 
of Hitler’s Youth, he spends hours pipe- 
dreaming how he'll team up in Italy 
with Renato Ricci, Mussolini's Youth 


Leader, and organize a world-wide 
fascist youth movement. 

Speer: Apparently the most clear- 
headed of the lot, the former Hitler 
armaments minister is believed to have 
undisclosed information on the design 
of Nazi armament — especially mis- 
siles. Not surprisingly, the Russians 
have shown a special interest in his 
welfare. Recently, for example, Speer 
complained to a British officer that the 
white walls of his cell were hurting his 
eyes. The British ignored him but the 
Russians, when they came on guard 
duty, promptly painted the walls a 
soothing green. 


Let Them Go? 


In the midst of such skullduggery, 


the four powers have argued long and 
loud.in the past few months on the fu- 
ture of their three captives. One easy 
solution, of course, would be to pack 
Hess off to a mental asylum and release 
Speer and Schirach. 

To support this idea, budget-wise 
officials make this point: Of the seven 
Nazi war criminals who entered Span- 
dau in 1946, three were released be- 
fore their time was up. Only Admiral 
Karl Doenitz served his full sentence. 

The three were released early, how- 
ever, because of ill health, reply U.S. 
officials here. We will go right on, they 
say, paying our share of the cost which 
now runs about $70,000 a year for 
each war criminal. In a sense, says one, 
“the three prisoners of Spandau do pay 
their way — by being a living reminder 
to dictators that the civilized world 
stands ready to gtsects man’s inhuman- 
ity to man.’ e

MIAMI, FLA. 
“Today,” said 17-year-old Marilyn Breese re- 
cently, “I got the best mark I’ve ever had in 
high school. A customer came to my counter, 
and a full-time saleswoman offered to help 
her. But the woman said, ‘I'd like to wait for 
Miss Breese.’ ” 

Marilyn is a pretty little livewire who's 
aiming to make her mark in the world of 
retailing. As a member of the “DCT” pro- 
gram at Jackson High School here, she’s al- 
ready on her way. 

DCT stands for Diversified Cooperative 
Training, a plan sponsored by the Board of 
Public Instruction of Dade County, Fla. Like 
similar programs throughout the country, 
DCT offers juniors and seniors an oppor- 
tunity to learn career skills in afternoon and 
weekend jobs while they're still in school. 
They may learn to be bank clerks or butcl- 
ers, veterinary assistants or watchmakers. 
About half the youngsters begin work after 
high school. The rest go on to college. 

Marilyn’s choice of a career in_ retailing 
led to her job at Burdine's of Miami. 

Marilyn particularly likes selling. And no 
matter what phase of retailing the student 
learners eventually may specialize in — ad- 
vertising, buying, accounting — every stu- 
dent starts out learning to sell. To Marilyn, 
selling is not just a job. “It's a way of 
understanding people and their needs, help- 
ing them to spend their money wisely.” 

During her four-hour school period, Mari- 
lyn takes two required and two DCT related 
subjects. Her school schedule is carefully 
coordinated to round out her work experi- 
ence. For four hours each afternoon and all

day Saturday Marilyn works — at the Miami 
beginner's rate, $1 an hour — sometimes 
selling stockings, sometimes men’s shirts, 
working wherever needed. “You have to be 
flexible,” Marilyn says. There are also special 
training classes at -Burdines for the high 
school students. 

“I had to give up some activities school 
offers, but I still have to take the required 
courses to get into college.” Still, Marilyn 
enjoys the social activities the store provides, 
especially the glee club. 

Marilyn is learning to sell. “I no longer 
ask a question that demands a direct ‘yes’ or 
‘no’.” Instead of, “May I help you?” Marilyn 
will say, “Isn't this a pretty blouse?” adding 
that it's practical, easy to launder, and the 
fabric it’s made of.

How do you handle a rurfaway auto? 


Here's what one trapped driver did— 


and lived to tell of his wild ride 


PORTLAND, ORE. 

WINGING THE JAGUAR onto the Sun- 

set Highway, I noticed for the first 
time that something was wrong. 

It was late on a recent Sunday after- 
noon, and the highway — the main route 
to Oregon's beaches —- was crowded with 
cars headed back to Portland. As I eased 
the Jaguar in behind a slow-moving car, 
the brakes chattered badly. 

That giveaway chat-chat-chat should 
have been a warning to me to pull over 
and check up. And of course I would have, 
if 1 had seen what was to come — that 
moments later we would be skirting the 
edge of death for two miles, hurtling 
downhill at 100 m.p.h. like a runaway 
rocket, with nothing ahead but fiery dis- 
aster for the Jag, for us and maybe for a 
lot of innocent Sunday drivers. 

Right then, though, I just marked down 
mentally that the grease seal probably had 
gone and that there probably was grease 
on the brake lining. 

Riding with me was Ed Cooper, an in- 
surance broker friend, and we were both 
in a hurry. Cooper has three children, I 
have five, and Sunday is a day to spend 
at home with the family. 


How It All Started 


The day before, we'd all gone on a pic- 
nic, and when we got home the phone was 
ringing. It was my boss. He told me two 
kids had broken into our garage, Conti- 
nental Motors of Portland, and swiped a 
1956 XK-140 Jaguar convertible we'd 
taken in trade. They drove it 77 miles 
west to Tillamook and went into a ditch. 

Would I fly down there Sunday, claim 

, the car and drive it back? 


Cooper, an ex-bomber pilot, hadn't been

up in a long time. He said he'd like to go 
along. We decided to set off early and be 
back in time for lunch. 

But when we reached Tillamook, there 
were all kinds of hang-ups: the wrecking 
yard was locked, a whole handful of 
papers had to be drawn up and signed, 
the car had a smashed-in fender and 
bumper. We had to yank them away from 
the wheel and then see what other dam- 
age had been done. 


Cruising at 90 m.p.h. 


It seemed okay otherwise, so we started 
out —- moving fast. In Oregon, there is 
no speed limit; you can drive as fast as 
your car and conditions permit. We prob- 
ably .were cruising between 85 and 90 
m.p.h., when traffic would allow us. 

After that first warning of chattering 
brakes, I noticed no other danger signs. 
We threaded our way along easily, and I 
approached the Sylvan Road-Sunset High- 
way intersection on the edge of Portland 
at about 65 m.p.h. 

The light was red, and traffic — pretty 
thick as we came close to the city — was 
backed up, waiting. I could see I had to 
give it the hard stop, and I hit the brake 
pedal with emphasis. 

There was a loud “clunk.” The brake 
pedal, suddenly free, dropped to the floor 


- without holding. 


We were coming up on those cars fast. 
Cooper shot me a look of wild alarm. He 
went for the emergency brake — it's be- 
tween driver and passenger in a '56 Jag 
— and it came off in his hands. He was 
still holding it when the trip ended. 

What had happened, I realized, was 
this: the brake lining is held in place by 
a backing plate, which in turn is held 
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by four bolts to the axle. When the kids 
crashed, two of the bolts sheared off. And 
when I hit the brakes with force, the rest 
— bolts, plate and lining — went, too. 

No more time to think. Between the 
outside line of cars and a steel lamp post, 
there seemed to be a passage wide enough 
to take a Jaguar, I cut the wheel sharply, 
and we whisked through by a hair. 

But there was nothing ahead of us but 
Canyon Road: two miles of five per cent 
grades, with 10 major curves, topped off 
by an unbanked “suicide curve” that turns 
18 degrees in a 318-foot radius and ends 
on the edge of Portland’s downtown. 

I service sports cars, and sometimes | 
race them. We use Canyon Road as a test 
run. But not without brakes. And not 
faster than 40 or-45 m.p.h. 

I couldn’t see the speedometer during 
our ride —-I was too busy. Cooper told 
me later it hovered between 100 and 110 

-on straightaways. On curves, he 
couldn't watch either. 

We were already over 70 when we 
passed the crest of the hill. Cooper shouted 
“My God! This is it!” and opened his door. 
He was already to bail out. I don’t know 
how I stopped him but I did. At that 
speed, he wouldn’t have had a chance. 
There was nothing to do but ride it out. 
My first thought was to go into a lower 


gear. ‘I clicked it into low, then into re- 
verse. Then I realized that this Jaguar 
had automatic transmission, built so it 
won't go into low or reverse at high speed. 
That's to prevent you from accidentally 
wrecking a transmission. 

For the first mile, we were okay. The 
light at the hilltop had held up traffic 
long enough to keep the road clear. Then 
we caught up with slower-moving cars. 


Shouts for a Hand 


With the first few, Cooper leaned out 
his window and tried to shout that we had 
lost our brakes. He remembered, as I did, 
a news story recently about a truck driver 
who'd seen a car in a similar spot. The 
truck driver speeded up, passed the run- 
away, and then allowed him to ease into 
the truck’s rear bumper. Then both could 
slow up with the truck’s braking power. 

It would take a terrific driver to do that, 
but in our kind of spot you try anything. 
Only no one seemed to pay attention to us. 

Then | thought of another plan: I'd 
try to pick out a single car, pile into it, 
and hope no one was killed. It seemed 
better than racing on and maybe smashing 
up a half-dozen cars full of people. 

My first choice was a heavy Buick. We 
came up on it like a bomb. But just as I 
braced for the smash, I caught a glimpse 


through the back window. It was full of 
laughing kids, and their mother was driv- 
ing. I couldn’t do it . 

After that it was hopeless. A crash 
would have killed everyone involved. 

One of the things that worried me most 
was the center curbing. I didn’t think the 
Jaguar would roll over on the turns — 
it’s built for corners. But it might drift. If 
it did, even six inches on some of those 
curves, we would have hit the curbing — 
a nudge would have been enough — and 
flipped over. 

The danger was greatest on that sui- 
cide curve. I tried to get ready for that 
one. But when we reached it, there were 
three cars ahead, each doing about 35. 


Help From Someone Else 


Farthest back, in the curb lane, was 
a station wagon full of people. Ahead of 
it, in the passing lane, was a sedan. 
Slightly farther ahead was a third car, 
also in the curb lane. 

I don’t know how religious you'd say 
I am. But someone else helped me get 
through that curve. I mean that seriously. 
Alone, I couldn’t bring a car around that 
suicide corner the way it went that day. 

Because we passed all three in that one 
tight curve — and negotiated the curve at 
the same time. But for what I did to the 
guy in the station wagon, I should have 
been punched in the nose. 

I cut him off at the pockets, went out- 
side to pass him, back inside to pass the 


second car and then outside again to pass’ 


the third. That curve is bad enough, even 
at 35 m.p.h., without someone skittering 
in and out at 100 m.p.h. 

And then we were at the bottom of the 
hill. The light, of course, was red. At the 
foot of the hill, traffic divides in several 
directions, and cars were backed up for 
about 30 or 40 feet. But fortunately the 
curb lane was empty. 

Straight ahead was Columbia Street, a 
short, hilly street, and we went through 
the light and up the hill so fast I doubt 
that most people in those stopped cars 
saw us. I thought the hill would be enough 
to slow us down . 

Halfway up I could see it wouldn't, so 
I wheeled over to the curb and scraped 
against it. Still, that only took us down to 
40. After that short stretch, Columbia 
Street starts down again — and I'd had 
enough of that. I went into a right angle 
turn and spun the car around twice, 
maybe three times, then hit the curb. 

It was quiet for a minute. The tires had 
stopped screaming. Cooper and I just sat 
there, watching the cars we had passed 
go by. We were both kind ‘of gray. Cooper 
said later that he was sick for a couple of 
days. I know I was. 

People have asked me since how I did 
it, how I'd advise them if they ever were 
caught with their brakes out. I can’t tell 
them. In a spot like that, you don’t really 
get a chance to think of what's best. You 
do the best you can for the second you're 
facing. Otherwise, the next second never 
comes. e
